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NAVY COMMENDATIONS FOR BRAVERY. 


The following commendations for bravery were made 
public at the Navy Department on April 30: 

In commending Ensign Charles Frederick Shepard, U. 
S.N.R.F., and Yeoman Merle E. Hagen, U.S.N.R.F., 
quotation is made of the records of the court of inquiry 
convened in the case of the loss of the U.S.S. Lake 
Erie, Jan. 16, 1919, as follows: “Ensign (P.C.) Charles 
Frederick Shepard, U.S.N.R.F., and his yeoman-( Hagen) 
deserve special commendation for their work in saving 
the records under their care and the Government funds 
aboard the ship. They saved the ship’s pay rolls and 
about $3,076, which was all the money on board except 
$60 in silver, which, without fault on their part, they 
failed to get. They alse saved the pay vouchers, all 
the service records except that of Kenneth Scott, quar- 
termaster, second class, U.S.N., and saved the cash 
box and all blank Government checks.” 

A. O. Stein, coxswain, U.S.C.G., a member of the 
Coast Guard cutter Tuscarora, has been commended 
and recommended to the Secretary of the Treasury for 
the award of a life saving medal. On April 1 A. W. 
Johnson, a yard mechanic, fell from the gangway of the 
Tuscarora into the water. Besides being unable to 
swim, Johnson had tools in his hands and pockets which 
caused him to sink. The current carrieu him under 
the Tuscarora. He was some distance beneath the sur- 
face and partially under the vessel when Stein jumped 
overboard and brought him to the surface. Stein re- 
enlisted July 11, 1918, and comes from Kenosha, Wis., 
where his parents reside. 

William P. Parker, chief machinist’s mate, -U.S.N., 
of the U.S.S. Camden, has been commended for his 
promptness and gallantry in heroically endeavoring to

DIGEST OF OPINIONS, J.A.G. 

The following are digests of opinions of the Judge 
Advocate General of the Army, with some notes on the 
administration of military justice, for the month of 
February, 1919, taken from among those recently issued 
by the War Department: 


Double Commutation of Heat and Light, 

An officer was assigned to the 40th Infantry stationed at 
Fort Sheridan, Ill., but was not actually on duty with it. He 
was on duty at the Infantry School of Arms, Fort Sill, Okla., 
and occupying quarters in common with other officers. While 
here his family occupied quarters with heat and light at Fort 
Sheridan. An officer occupying quarters and furnished with 
fuel and light at public expense at his duty station is not enti- 
tled to any additional fuel or light issued to himself or his 
family at the expense of the United States. He should be re- 
quired to pay for heat and light supplied to his family at Fort 
Sheridan, Ops. J.A.G, 241.3, Feb. 18, 1919, 


Federal Income Taz. 

The pay, commutation of quarters and heat and light, and 
the net income from travel allowances of commissioned officers, 
so far as they exceed $3,500 per annum, are income which may 
be subject to taxation; and, if the excess added to other tax- 
able income of the officer exceeds the other deductions and ex- 
emptions allowed by law, such excess is subject to taxation. 
Sections 213, 215, 216, act of Feb. 24, 1919, Pub. No, 254, 
65th Cong. Ops. J.A.G, 012.2, Feb. 18, 1919, 

Baggage of Officers to First Duty Station, 

Only officers of the Medical Reserve Corps, officers of the 
Sanitary Corps and members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps are 
entitled to have their baggage packed, crated and transported 
at public expense when joining the military forces for duty. 
A.R. 1138, C.A.R. No. 72, May 20, 1918. There is no author- 
ity for the shipment at public expense of the household goods of 
an officer of the National Guard who is drafted into the Fed- 
eral service. It was evidently the intention of the Regulation to 
provide for the shipment of the baggage of officers in all cases 
where mileage is allowed. Dig. Ops. J.A.G., March, 1918, p. 
26. National Guard officers are entitled to mileage to their 
first duty stations. Digs. Ops. J.A.G., March, 1918, p. 25. 
But in view of the Regulation no such allowance can be given 
unless the Regulation be waived by the Secretary of War. Ops. 
J.A.G, 524,21, Feb. 1, 1919, 

* Recommission in the Regular Army. 

Officers who held commissions in the Regular Army prior to 
Jure 3, 1916, and left the Service honorably, may, after qualifi- 
cation, be recommissioned in the branch of the Service in which 
the officer was fermerly commissioned. Sec. 24, national defense 
act, 39. Stat. 166, 182. Such officers, however, take rank at 
the foot of the list of all officers of the same grade in the Army 
and not of officera in any particular branch or department 
thereof. Ops. J.A.G. 210.104, Feb. 15, 1919. 

Chaplain’s Rank, 

A chaplain entered the Service Feb. 16, 1909, in the grade 
of first lieutenant, and after serving seven years in said rank 
Was promoted to captain, which rank he has since held. He is 
not eligible to promotion to the grade of major, after these ten 
years of service. Section 1 of the act of April 21, 1904, 33 
Stat. 226, requires a chaplain to serve ten years “in the grade 
of captain”’ before eligibility to promotion to the grade of major. 
Section 15 of the act of June 3, 1916, 39 Stat. 166, 176 as 
amended by the act of May 25, 1918, 40 Stat. 561, has ef- 
fected no change in the qualifications for a chaplain’s promo- 
tion. —— the emergency a chaplain could be commissioned 
major for the period of the emergency without affecting his 
—= in the Regular Army. Ops. J.A.G. 211, Feb. 21,

Concurrent Holding of Two Offices. 

An officer of the Regular Army may, with the permission of 
the President acting through the Secretary of War, accept a 
commission in the Philippine National Guard withdut forfeiting 
his permanent commission in the Regular Army. There is no 
incompatibility between the offices. 29 Ops. Atty. Gen. 298; 
Dig. Ops. J.A.G. 1912 p. 810; Bul. No. 16, W.D. 1916 p. 70; 
Sec. 100, National Defense Act, 39 Stat. 166, 208. Ops. J.A.G.

Dental Treatment of Officer. 

The Government is not liable for dental treatment rendered 
by a civilian dentist to an officer who was in command of 
troops that constituted the guard at a shipyard. The dental 
Services were not of the character contemplated by A.R. 1476, 
authorizing a commanding officer to employ necessary civilian 
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surgeons when medical treatment is required by an officer on 
duty with any command or detachment. That paragraph is 
intended to provide for cases where prompt treatment of a 
medical nature is needed and such treatment cannot be had 
from a member of the Medical Department of the Army. Ops. 
J.A.G. 703, Feb. 4, 1919, 


Claim of Oficer for Loss of Private Mount. 

An officer was ordered to France and his private mount was 
shipped to him in charge of enlisted men. The whereabouts of 
the animal cannot be ascertained. The officer is entitled to re- 
imbursement for the reasonable value of the horse. Act of 
July 9, 1918, 40 Stat. 845, 880, supersedes the Act of March 
3, 1885, 25 Stat. 350, and repeals R.S. Sec. 3482, which 
limited the value to $200. Ops. J.A.G. 153, Feb. 11, 1919.

Students’ Army Training Corps; Status of Members. 


The status of the members of the Students’ Army Training 
Corps was that of soldiers who had been inducted into the 
service by draft. Spec. Reg. No. 103, 1918. Ops. J.A.G. 
825.37, Feb. 3, 1919. . 


Revocation on the Ground of Fraud. 

A soldier was ill at the time of his discharge, but concealed 
the fact for fear he would be held in the service. The War 
Department has authority to revoke the discharge on the ground 
that it was obtained by fraud. The soldier is estopped from 
attacking the validity of the discharge; he cannot take advan- 
—. of his own wrongdoing. Ops. J.A.G. 220.451, Feb. 11, 


Death While a Prisoner of War. 

A soldier died of heart failure while a prisoner of war in 
Germany. No information concerning his death can be ob- 
tained. While the soldier was a prisoner of war he was in 
line of duty and his death must be regarded as having occurred 








in line of duty and not as a result of his own wilful miscon- 
duct, Ops, J.A.G. 220.491, Feb, 12, 1919. 
Line of Duty; Wilful Misconduct, 

A soldier, while intoxicated, was attempting to escape arrest. 
He actively resisted the guard’s orders, and when about to 
effect his escape was shot dewn by the guard. The disability 
should be regarded as having been incurred not in the line of 
duty, and the soldier is not entitled to the benefits of Article 
III, War Risk Insurance Act, 40 Stat. 398, 405. Ops. J.A.G. 
220.46, Feb. 18, 1919.

Ratification of Orders to Active Duty, 

A soldier was honorably discharged for the purpose of eilist- 
ing in the Medical Enlisted Reserve Corps under Sec. 55, Na- 
tional Defense Act, 39 Stat. 166, 195. After enlisting in said 
Reserve Corps he was, on Oct. 1, 1918, called by the authorities 
to assist in training a unit of the Students’ Army Training 
Corps. He applied for a formal transfer to the Students’ Army 
Training Corps at the same time as other men applied, but was 
never formally transferred. He performed every duty incident 
to the station. In December, 1918, he was cut off from the 
service without. pay or allowances. This case is within the 
class of those men of the Enlisted Reserve Corps who were 
ordered to active duty by the officers of the Students’ Army 
Training Corps units and subsequently ordered back to in- 
active status. The War Department has authority to ratify 
orders to active duty as -well as to an inactive status in such 
cases.

Status of National Guard; Credit for State, 

In determining the number of enlisted men of the National 
Guard required under Sec. 62, National Defense Act, 39 Stat. 
166, 198, it is not proper to credit a state with the number of 
National Guard enlisted men that were drafted into the service 
of the United States. The intent of said section was that at 
the end of each year following the passage of said act, beginning 
June 3, 1917, there should be a certain total of land forces 
of the organized militia of each state and territory. The en- 
listed men of the National Guard who were drafted under the 
proclamation of the President of July 3, 1917, were thereby 
discharged from the militia. They were not members of the 
National Guard, June 3, 1918, nor will they be June 3, 1919. 
Ops. J.A.G, 325.37, Feb. 11, 1919. 

Articles of War 69: Commanding Officer. 

Major G, was in command of troops on two transports. His 
command began when the troops went aboard and ceased when 
they left the transports. First Lieut. D. was in command of 
a detachment of 1,250 men on one of these transports. His 
status was somewhat analogous to that of a regimental com- 
mander, whose regiment forms a constituent part of a higher 
command such as a brigade post. The commander of such 
regiment after arrival at the post becomes subordinate to the 
post commander, but does not lose his authority as chief of a 
complete integral command, to place an officer under him in 
arrest. The accused, also a first lieutenant, was a member 
of the detachment commanded by Lieut. D. Lieut. D. was 
“commanding officer’’ of the accused, within the meaning of 
the 69th Article of War. 

Courts-martial: Jurisdiction of Camp Commander. 

A soldier who is returned from absence without leave or 
desertion to military control at one of the camps mentioned in

WAR DEPARTMENT CIRCULARS. 
DISCHARGE OF ARMY RESERVE MEN. 


Regulations for discharge of men enlisted in the Army 
Reserve for three years are given in the following offi- 
cial circular:

CIR. 208, APRIL 23, 1919, WAR DEPT. 
Discharge of Men Enlisted in the Army Reserve for Three 
Years. 

Men enlisted for a term of .three years in the Army Reserve, 
and subsequently called to active service under the provisions 
of the Act of Congress approved Aug. 24, 1912 (Bul. No. 15, 
War D., 1912), and whose term of three years in the Army 
Reserve has expired, will be discharged under the following 
conditions: 

1. The eligibility of such men for discharge will be de- 
termined by the principles laid down in current instructions 
for the discharge of men drafted or enlisted for the period of 
the emergency only, and the same efforts will be made to effect 
the release of all such men desiring their discharge from the 
Service. 

2. Men in this class who desire to remain in the Service 
may be so retained in their present grades as long as author- 
ity exists for holding emergency men in the Service. 

3. Men of this class may, if they so desire, re-enlist under 
current instructions after having been discharged. Such en- 
listment will, however, be deemed an original enlistment for all 
purposes, their status in the Army Reserve prohibiting the con- 
struction that their service is continuous. 

4. Nothing in these instructions is to be construed as author- 
izing the discharge of men who had been furloughed to the 
Army Reserve, and subsequently recalled to active service, ex- 
cept as provided in existing instructions.

ENLISTMENT FOR OVERSEAS SERVICE. 
Provision for enlistment and assignment of men for 
service with the A.E.F. is made in the following circular : 
CIR. 224, APRIL 29, 1919, WAR DEPT. 


Enlistment and Assignment of Men for Service with the Ameri- 
“ ean Expeditionary Forces. 

The following instructions, communicated to certain com- 
manders by night letter dated March 29, 1919, and by letters 
dated March 31, 1919, and April 21, 1919, from The Adjutant 
General of the Army (342 Enl.), are published for the in- 
formation and guidance of all concerned: 

1. It is uesired to enlist immediately fifty thousand men for 
service in the American Expeditionary Forces. 

2. Recruiting officers and commanding officers of posts, camps 
and stations at which recruiting is authorized are authorized 
to enlist men for this service under the following special con- 
ditions: 

a, Only white men will be enlisted. 

b, Enlistments will be for a period of three years. 

ec. Acceptances will be limited to Infantry, Cavalry, 
Artillery, Corps of Engineers and Medical Department. 

d. Men eligible for discharge and re-enlistment under existing 
instructions may also be re-enlisted under this authority. Such 
men may be retained after re-enlistment on their present duty 
until they can be spared or replaced. 

3. The following notation will be made on the enlistment 
papers and service records of men enlisted for this purpose: 
“Enlisted with view to service with American Expeditionary 
Forces.” 

4. Men enlisted under this authority for the service indi- 
cated will be sent to the Oversea Replacement Depot, Camp 
Meade, Md., after the commanding general of this camp has 
been notified of the number to be sent and information has 
been received that he is ready to receive them. 

5. Men re-enlisted under this authority may be granted re- 
enlistment furloughs under the provisions of Par. 6, Cir. No. 
113, War Dept., 1919. Men granted such furloughs will be 
directed to report on expiratién of the furlough to the com- 
manding general, Camp Meade, Md., if this is more convenient 
to the soldier, In these cases the service records will be sent 
without delay to the commanding general, Camp Meade, so 
that he may have information of the number of soldiers so 
ordered to report. 

6. Officers enlisting men under this authority will make 
daily telegraphic reports to The Adjutant General of the Army 
(attention Room 46), stating the number of enlistments with 
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arms of the Service for which enlisted. No report is neces. 
sary when no enlistments are made. This report is in addition 
to those required by previous instructions. The daily report 
of enlistments on Form No. 664, A.G.O., will be made for 4}j 
enlistments under this authority and will accompany the enlist- 
ment papers. Reports for assignment as prescribed in Par, 6 
Cir. No. 101, War Dept., 1919, need not be made. .

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 


Commutation of Quarters, Navy. 
The fact that the sister and brother of a Navy officer 
live with his widowed mother but do not contribute to 
her support “does not of itself bar said officer from 


drawing commutation of quarters, heat and light, under 
the provisions of the Act of April 16, 1918, on account 
of maintaining a place of abode for his dependent 
parent.” 





Mileage Under Verbal Orders. 

In asking for reconsideration of a decision relative to 
the right of a Navy officer to mileage under orders de- 
taching him from duty at the U.S. Naval Academy and 
ordering him to proceed to the port in which the U.S.S. 
Ohio was located the Secretary of the Navy points out 
the following circumstances. The officer’s claim had 
been disallowed for the reason that the officer did not 
travel by the most direct route from Annapolis to his 
ship and that he had submitted nothing beyond his own 
statement to prove the receipt of verbal advice from his 
commanding officer as to the course he should follow to 
determine the whereabouts of the ship to which he had 
been assigned. The Secretary makes known that during 
the period of hostilities the necessity for maintaining 
absolute secrecy as to the location of vessels of the 
Navy made it imperative that the location of vessels 
should not be stated in orders to officers to join vessels 
for duty and therefore such facts were given verbally, 
The Navy Department held that the officers who per- 
form travel in accordance with verbal instructions per- 
formed such travel under orders just the same as though 
the written order had stated the location of the vessel, 
In view of the above facts the Comptroller gives it as 
his opinion that the officer is entitled to the mileage 
claimed. 

Texas Flood Claim. 

Another of the Texas flood claims of an officer of the 
Army has been acted on favorably by the Comptroller in 
the case of Col. John P. Finley, U.S.A., retired. Colonel 
Finley applied on March 21, 1919, for a revision of the 
action of the Auditor in disallowing Colonel Finley’s 
claim for $191.28 for loss of property incident to the 
hurricane. In view of the fact that the officer has 
certified that the loss of his private property was in 
consequence of his having given his attention to the 
saving of the property belonging to the United States 
and has filed corroborative evidence of fellow officers 
who had personal knowledge of the circumstances, the 
Comptroller ordered the issuing of a certificate of dif- 
ference for $156.63 as the value of articles certified by 
the Secretary of War is “reasonable, useful, and neces- 
sary, and proper” for claimant while in quarters, en- 
gaged in public service, in line of duty. 

Post Exchanges, Marine Corps. 

The Secretary of the Navy, under date of April 10, 
asked the Comptroller “as to whether or not the post 
exchanges of the Marine Corps, provided the Marine 
Corps Regulations are changed to cover such activities, 
may perform similar services for the Marine Corps and 
be reimbursed therefor from public funds.” The “simi- 
lar services” referred to in this question were doing laun- 
dry work, furnishing electric light current, and lumber, 
conveniences supplied military units at various times 
by post exchanges for their accommodation. In reply 
to the question the Comptroller states: “I am of opin- 
ion that the Marine Corps may secure supplies or ser- 
vices from the post exchange in cases in which supplies 
or services of the same class can not be conveniently or 
reasonably secured elsewhere in which circumstance a 
direct advantage will accrue to the Government by thus 
securing such supplies or services; that the exigency 
justifying such procedure precludes the necessity for 
advertising for bids or proposals, and that sufficient facts 
should be furnished the accounting officers to establish 
the public exigency upon which such purchase of sup- 
plies or procurement of services is based; also that the 
Marine Corps Regulations may be changed to authorize 
such procurement of supplies or service without adver- 
tising for bids or proposals when the conditions are 
such as stated in the War Department’s G.O. No. 253, 
Dec. 27, 1907, quoted above. This order describes the 
conditions under which “occasional services’ may be ob- 
tained from post exchanges at military posts. 
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men studied the direction of combat units and the com- 
mand of large bodies of troops.

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CRITICISING THE WEST POINT SYSTEM. 

“This article, a thankless one to write, deals with a 
subject which has been most intimately in the mind of 
citizens who went into uniform and for the first time 
submitted to military discipline. From the day that we 
entered the war West Point was supreme in the com- 
mand and direction of our armies. As a country we 
have been West Pointized for eighteen months. I think 
that the Reserve officers would vote almost unanimously 
for a reform of the West. Point system. I think that 
many of the progressive Regular officers who have borne 
the brunt and strain of the war would vote with them 
if the ballot were secret.” 

With these: words Frederick Palmer, war correspond- 
ent of long and varied experience in campaigns and re- 
cently an officer in the Intelligence Service of the Army, 
begins an article in Collier’s of April 26 entitled “What 
Is the Matter With West Point?’ Given such a title 
the average reader, whether in the Service or not, would 
know at once that he was presented with another of 
those many criticisms of the greatest military school in 
the world which civilian writers on military affairs are 
given to presenting to the public at more or less regular 
intervals. Mr. Palmer points out that the educational 
system at the U.S. Military Academy comes down to us 
“with the Frussian idea of training which Baron von 
Steuben, as Washington’s drillmaster, had sought to 
apply to our Revolutionary armies,” still in force. And, 


as a comment on the practice of having Army officers .- 


act as teachers at West Point he says: - “Many educa- 
tors have criticized the West Point system of .teaching, 
if not the physical training which molds a man with 
chin drawn in, shoulders back, and chest out—the ram- 
rod.” 

In the course of his analysis of a cadet’s career at 
the Point, Mr. Palmer writes as if a young man who 
Was once entered there was held fast to a military ca- 
reer, partly to escape the reputation of having been 
“found” and partly for the reason that “the boy who 
goes to West Point, often less from any call to a mili- 
tary career than for an education, must be a soldier, 
though he may not have the natural: gift of command.” 
He repeats the now-familiar civilian writer’s picture of 
the cadet being graduated, receiving his commission, 
and then entering upon a life of untroubled ease, “as- 
sured of a position for life’’ with “retired pay,. when he 
retires at sixty-three . ... which will make his old 
age secure. Where, in civil life, deterioration means 
failure and poverty, and necessity. spurs men on, in 
Army life such checks and incentives are wanting. 
Once he is an officer, then, a man need never worry 
about the wolf at the door, or about losing his place if 
he jogs along in the Army routine and keeps'step.” We 
Pause for a moment to let this idyllic vision of an Army 
Officer's life sink in. We would like to place it as a 
Piece of unconscious satire if it were not for the fact 
that Mr. Palmer knows exactly what Army officers’ lives 
are like through long association with them and their 
ways. The cold truth is that in this picture he is sim- 
ply- endeavoring to live up to the conventions firmly 
established in writing articles dealing with the alleged 
shortcomings ‘of West Point. 

He gives it as his opinion. that, “the Philippine and 
ether responsibilities had broadened -our Army.” More” 
officers “became ambitious to excel in their profession : 
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necessity; and we maintained an Army. Could we ex- 
pect the boys sent to West Point at ages from seven- 
teen to twenty-one, and isolated-in its traditions, to be 
in touch with our world? Even officers detailed in 
Washington usually kept to themselves. They thought 
and lived the Army.” 

This aloofness of the Army officer seems strange to 
Mr. Palmer and he expounds it to the length of 500 
words, describing how Army officers talk their “shop” 
together and discuss the movements of their friends 
quite as if this were not the most human experience in 
the world, whether the “shop” be that of a hardware 


man living in Suburbia or a newspaper man méeting . 


his colleagues in a city club. There are few traditions 
so hollow as that the average American citizen is a 
man of affairs and a man of thee world, although this 
ideal is sedulously cultivated by the civilian press and 
not a little by civilians themselves. Few of them, as a 
matter of. fact, possess these qualities more than do 
Army officers, since neither by travel nor variety of occu- 
pations, to say nothing of the ordinary concerns of liv- 
ing,.do their lives move in so extensive and varied an 
orbit as do those of our officers in the Service. He con- 
tinues: “Officers thought of themselves as keeping the 
altar fires burning in a deserted temple which would be 
crowded when danger threatened the nation. Some day 
there would be war; the country would turn to West 
Point, and some officers leading a lit ie band of Regu- 
lars would go out to sacrifice while others trained raw 
recruits to save us from disaster, Perhaps only a lick- 
ing would ever teach us the extravagance and folly of 
anything but universal service.” Patriotism is not the 
exclusive possession of any one class. But there is no 
place in the United States where patriotism is more con- 
stantly kept before the minds of its inhabitants than at 
West Point. And as an illustration of the perfection 
of its method of education it would be difficult to find 
a more perfect example than the very great difference 
between the manner in which West Pointers treat the 
American flag in public and the attitude of the civilian- 
school-taught general public under like circumstances. 

Mr. Palmer states that when “the administration de- 
cided to turn the war over to experts . all the 
dreams of the officers in the schools and at the posts 
came true. They had the draft and all the man power 
and resources of the United. States put entirely at their 
command. The methods of drill and instruction 
applied were entirely those of West Point. We had no 
other system. We had no real general staff 
system. The new system would have to de- 
velop in the course of the war and by the time the 
Great War was won many of the older men and the in- 
competents would certainly be shelved.” And thus he 
approaches kis secondary theme that the Regular Army 
officers did not allow Reserve officers the promotion 
they deserved. 

“A major of reserves who found himself serving in 
the Service of Supply under an incompetent - West 
Pointer formed his opinions of West Point from. per- 
sonal association. Meanwhile young Regulars were be- 
ing promoted over ‘his head. In the Engineers especi- 
ally West Pointers became colonels at the age of twenty- 
five and twenty-six and majors at twenty-three and 
twenty-four. Some of these- young officers were con- 
vinced that West Point had given-them an equipment 
superior-to that of the graduates of civilian colleges -who 
had»-won high position .in -.practical-.administration. . It 
is not surprising that such Reserve officers sometimes 
thought that to the Army. itself the war was a ‘private 
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war’ for :the Army. Some young West Pointers were 
inclined to strut; ‘and some of the narréw-minded ones 
did not seem to broaden. They had the mistaken idea: that 
leadership is something that is altogether taught. Reg- 
ulars were chief executives of motor transport and bak- 
eries, of everything, because the Regulars said that they 
alone knew howto co-ordinate organization to military 
ends.” 

This writer argues that the commander-in-chief of 
the A.E.F: did not give. Reserve officers high promotion 
for the reason that if he did the Regular officers of lower 
rank would so interfere with the Reserve officer's ideas 
that he could. not. do effective work.- He adds: “This 
seems to be the hardest thing you can say against the 
Regular Army,” and then goes on to excuse it by stating 
that this “is no harder than saying that a group of 


-men from the same fraternity at any college, or a group 


of men who have worked in the same business corpor- 
ation, will naturally cleave together and keep outsiders 
out.” Thus we have presented .as a favorable argu- 
ment here what was stated as a demerit, or at least a 
blemish, in the opening of Mr. Palmer’s summary of 
an Army officer’s life and general character, And yet 
with all these imperfections on its head Mr. Palmer 
gives it as bis opinion that “after all the testimony as 
to the winning of the war has been.gathered up”—soft 
phrase for the bitterness of a Congressional investiga- 
tion—“we shall settle back to the West Point and Na- 
tional Guard systems because they did win.” 

Surely ‘this-is*a curious ‘and ‘illogica 1 conclusion. for 
a man 0s sb ‘le Sap astn, 00k Wao that West Point 
and its system of training Ariny officers is. all wrong.. 
“Success im battle is- the ultimese-object- of aH military 
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‘the line of duty and was the result of hig Own 





training,” says the Infantry Drill Regulations, 
cess may be looked for only when the training is intelli- 
gent and thorough.” We won our share of the war, as 
Mr. Palmer admits, and we won it, on the same au- 
thority, because of the West Point system he has tried 
to belittle here, a tone that is nowhere in evidence, it 
may be remarked, in his story of the, war called “Amer- 
ica in France.” But West Point’ and its system has 
won elsewhere than on the battlefield, if that were not 
test enough, as we know at Panama and in other fields 
of peaceful endeavor remote from the ‘purely military 
field of thought and practice. Professional soldiers the 
world over look upon West Poing as the finest military 
school in the world. It has, in the words of this its 
latest critic, achieved supreme success through its grad- 
uates in the greatest war the world has ever known. 
Yet only in its own country is it subject to these at- 
tacks of destructive criticism. If any,authority on edu- 
cation, military or civil, ean suggest methods by which 
our West Point system nay be improved no one would 
hearken to him more closely than Army ‘officers. - But 
the weakness of all such attacks as this one we have 
noted is that it suggests nothing by way of improve- 
ment. Neither West Point nor its system of education 
gains any help from them. Yet it endures, to the honor 
and glory of American arms! 
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STATUS OF ARMY APPROPRIATIONS. 

The status of current appropriations for the Military 
Establishment as of April 15, 1919, is shown in the 
following table. Amounts appropriated comprise ap- 
propriations for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1919, 
plus the balances'on July 1, 1918, of such appropriations 
as did not lapse on that date. Amounts repealed by 
the second Deficiency Act have been deducted, with the 
exception of the item of $829,000,000 expected to be re- 
appropriated for the Quartermaster Corps. Against the 
balance of $4,400,000,000 there are outstanding nominal 
obligations of about $4,500,000,000. This figure, how- 
ever, represents in large part the value of contracts 
already suspended and awaiting liquidation. Savings 
effected in settling such contracts will reduce the amount 
of actual obligations well below the present balance.

There -are sipeoxiennndy ‘34,000 men, therefore, who 
must be released from the Service by July 1 in accord 
with the orders of the Secretary to-reduce the enlisted 
personnel to 250,000 men. In order to bring about the 
adjustment the Navy Department-has authorized com- 
manding officers of all ships in the Navy to double the 
percentage of releases per month, hence six per cent. of 
a ship’s complement will be released instead of three 
per cent. The releases ‘willbe confined to the most urgent 
cases, though if re-enlistments increase the ship per- 
centage, it was stated, will be increased. Enlistments 
since Nov. 11 show a total of. 28,779; composed of 
24,885 first enlistments and 3,894 re-enlistments. Since 
the armistice, and while the nation is officially. still at 
war, there have been 3,166 desertions in the Regular en- 
listed personnel. This is a larger percentage of deser- 
tions than recorded for many years. Twenty years ago 
the percentage was about nine, and then it diminished 
until it remained stationary at two per cent. The De- 
partment is much concerned over this increase in deser- 
tions in the face of the fact that it is a technically capi- 
tal offense at this time and steps are being devised to 
arrive at a correction of the offense.

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Offiders Oh duty in Washington are beginning to feel 
concern over the housing problem which they will face 
in the capital when. the existing Salisbury law, which 
prevented property owners from raising rents or eject- 
ing persons engaged in duties connected. with the prose- 
eution' of the war is no longer in force. This law will 
become a dead letter with the end of the emergency and 
Army officers, realizing that the trend of prices for 
quarters in Washington is constantly on the increase, 
are predicting that apartments will, at the end of the 
emergency, be held at $25 a room and more by the own- 
ers. There will be on duty in the War Department 
long after the Army has been returned from overseas 
many hundreds of officers in. excess of the number on 
duty before the nation entercd the war, consequently 
the demand for living quarters of the better class will 
be nearly as active as it has been during the war. In 
this extremity it has been suggested by officers on duty 
in The Adjutant General's Department that, if necessary 
for the purpose, Congress make provision against rent 
profiteering by authorizing the War Department to take 
from the funds available to pay gommutation to officers 
amounts sufficient to lease apartment houses in Wash- 
ington and to supply quarters in these apartments to 
officers at cost. This, it is urged, would be both eco- 
nomical and just, for it would not innure to the disad- 
vantage of the officer detached from a post where liv- 
ing quarters are renting at what would be normal prices 
in comparison with Washington prices. The hardshipp 
of paying the rental of quarters in Washington de- 
manded as a result of civilian competition would, they 
declare, be overcome through such an arrangement and 
would bring ahout a condition wholly to the benefit of 
the War Department through a feeling of contentment 
among the officers assigned to duty in the various bu- 
reaus, departments and staffs. 
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OPPORTUNITIES IN RURAL COMMUNITIES. 
While a country-wide campaign for the purpose of 
finding jobs for discharged soldiers is being given much 
space in the press, there appears to be little thought of 
the discharged specialists who served with the Army in 
France and in the United States. Our attention was 


drawn to this fact recently by a discharged Army sur- 
geon, who was seeking a way to find an opening where 
he might begin practice anew, having disposed of his 
practice when he entered the Service. There appeared 
recently a paragraph in the editorial columns of The 
Rural New Yorker which possibly may suggest oppor- 
tunities for former Army surgeons. It says: “It is sur- 
prising how many readers write that a doctor is needed 
in their locality. The war seems to have drained the 
country doctors into the Army, and they do not seem in- 
clined to go back to the hill—where they are needed. 
Many of these back districts offer good financial pros- 
pects for a capable doctor, and there is a great chance 
for social service. The medical man may prove the 
most efficient extension worker.” Possibly The Rural 
New Yorker has put its finger on one trouble—a trouble 
incident to the placing of the released enlisted men, too 
—a disinclination to settle down in rural communities, 
and a preference for the big cities and towns where 
eongestion of population appears to present the best 
field. The rural sections offer a highly desirable field 
for men who, because of their war experiences, know 


the value of service and who have learned that money is 
not all the compensation worth having in return for the 
things one can do and the service one can render. 
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CERTIFICATE FOR PATRIOTIC EMPLOYERS. 

A certificate will be issued by the War and Navy De- 
partments through Col. Arthur Woods, special assistant 
to the Secretary of War, to all American employers 
who pledge themselves to take back employees who 
entered the Service and to show preference to soldiers, 
sailors and marires in taking on new employees. This 
announcement was made by Colonel Woods, who is 
chairman of the special committee on employment of the 
War Department. The certificate, which is headed, 
“War and Navy Department, United States of Americat” 
reads as follows: “This certifies. that John Doe has 
assured the War and Navy Departments that he will 
gladly re-employ everybody who formerly worked with 
him, and left to serve in the Army or Navy during the 
Great War. (Signed) Newton D. Baker, Secretary of 
War; Josephus Daniels, Secretary of the Navy; Arthur 
Woods, assistant to the Secretary of War.” The certifi- 
cates may be obtained by application to Colonel Woods. 
Such application for the certificates will be accepted as 
a pledge to the War and Navy Departments to re-employ 
all men who left to enter the Service during the war.

War VETERAN ASSOCIATIONS. : -

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SALE OF GOVERNMENT CAMPS. 


The Acting Secretary of War, ‘Benedict Crowell, hag 
approved the sale or-other disposition of the following 


’ twelve camps, it was ‘announced on May 6: 


National Guard Camps: Beauregard, La.; Bowie, 
Texas; Hancock, Ga.; Logan, Texas; Shelby, Miss. ; 
Sheridan, Ala.; Wadsworth, 8.C.; Wheeler, Ga. 

Miscellaneous small camps: Colt, Pa.; Kendrick, 
N.J.; North Camp Jackson, 8.C.; Polk, N.C. 

When it became evident that these camps would 
no longer be needed, due to the demobilization of the 
Army, the Chief of the Construction Division was 
instructed to advertise in sixty newspapers and trade 
periodicals throughout the United States that these 
camps would be sold to the highest, best and most. ye- 
sponsible bidders. Proposals were received by the Con- 
struction Division and publicly opened on April 15. 
Forty-four bids were received from thirty-five different 
bidders. It was specifically stated in the advertisement 
that the storage area at each of these camps would be 
reserved by the Government, as storage space would be 
needed by the War Department ad a considerable pe- 
riod. -In the case of Camps Beauregard, Hancock, 
Logan and Sheridan the base hospital was excluded 
from the sale, as these hospitals have been transferred 
to the Public Health Service under a recent act of Con- 
gress. The bidder must assume all land and property 
damages arising out of the Government’s use of the land. 
By this the Government avoided expensive investigation 
and litigation necessary to settle these claims with the 
property owners. 

The proposals received were, as a rule, very satis- 
factory. The National Guard camps were hastily built 
and contained only tent floors, mess shacks and a few 
administration buildings beside the base hospital and 
storage warehouses, which in most cases were reserved 
by the Government. In housing troops during the pe- 
riod of training, on the basis of having been filled twice, 
these camps have served 800,000 troops at a cost for the 
construction work of about $30 per capita. In addition 
to the formal bids, a large wrecking company not will- 
ing to assume damage claims bid on the entire number 
of camps for sale, the total bid being within a few thou- 
sand dollars of the total re®eived from the individual 
successful bidders. The total received for the twelve 
camps amounted to $548,194.83. 

At Camp Beauregard the bidder must guarantee to 
the State of Louisiana without cost the buildings and 
improvements of one regimental camping area for use of 
the state troops. At Camp ‘Hancock the underground 
improvements must be left intact for the benefit of the 
community. At Camp Sheridan the improvements were 
sold to the city of Mcatgomery, which had expended 
large sums in the purchase of the land. At Camp 
Wadsworth, 8.C., the sewer and water system must be 
ceded without cost to the city of Spartanburg. Wher- 
ever possible the municipality or local interests have 
been favored in a similar manner. At Camp Polk the 
buildings will be sold to the state of North Carolina for 
use in connection with the state penitentiary. Camp 
Sevier, 8.C., was not sold as no reasonable bid was re- 
ceived. This camp will again be offered, without as- 
sumption of damage claims. The successful bidders 
were:

ORGANIZATION OF THE TANK CORPS. 

The Tank Corps is taking steps under the authoriza- 
tion of the War Department of March 8 to maintain a 
force of approximately 500 officers and 5,000 men. It 
is building up an organization complete in every de- 
tail. With nearly a thousand light tanks contracted for, 
and most of these already completed, and with 100 heavy 
tanks either under construction or already turned over 
to the corps, the Tank Service by its activities shows it 
is in no danger of going out of existence because peace 
is in sight. Not only. does the building program con- 
tinue, but efforts are being made to recruit desirable 
men in the corps, the .work of organization is keeping 
pace with that of demobilization. Recommendations 
made to the-War College on behalf of the Tank Corps 
call for a force of 697 officers and 10,902 enlisted men 
for the temporary Army of 509,000. Included in these 
recommendations is a table showing the necessary 
strength under a skeletonized organization with the same 
number of units. This estimate calls for 469 officers and 
6,549 enlisted men. The Tank Corps estimates are as

The entire Tank Corps organization will be stationed 
at Camp Meade, Md., which will be the headquarters 
for the combat units and also the general Tank Corps 
training center. Ali equipment now on herd as well 
as that which is under construction for the Government 
will be located there. After the present authorized con- 
struction program of 100 heavy and 950 light tanks is 
completed, it is expected that the corps will proceed 
slowly in adding to the equipment. Officers of the Tank 
Corps foresee important developments in tank construc- 
tion in the near future which will go a long way to- 
wards making this branch_of the Service eyen more in- 
dispensable in war. Instruction of the new recruit is 
considéred one. of the most essential functions of this 
service on account of the highly technical nature of the 
work: To make this. education of the enlisted man in 


.the corps as complete as, possible the new soldier is sent 


to the tank training center immediately. after he has 
been instructed in the School of the Soldier. At this 


‘training center he goes first.to the mechanical sc 
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where he is taught the structural design of the tanks 
and receives an education in gas engines, carburetion, 
ignition, transmission, oiling and cooling, and minor 
repairs. The men who are assigned to tank duty are 
taught tank driving on level ground, over ditches and 
obstacles. Crews are then taught revolver, machine gun 
and small caliber cannon nomenclature and care as well 
as practice. Certain qualified men are further instructed 
in reconnaissance work and radio and telegraphy.

THE ARMY IN VICTORY LOAN PARADE. 


The War Department on May 3 gave the public of 
New York city an opportunity to witness what the 
people of neither this country nor of any other had ever 
before when it staged a spectacle in a _ street 
parade which gave a practical and visible evidence, nec- 
essarily on a condensed scale, of how the nation’s money 
has been spent in the development of its Army from 
early times until the present. Officially known as the 
“Panorama of Victory,” organized for the purpose of 
aiding in the flotation of the Vietory Liberty Loan, the 
parade told a story that appealed directly to the eyes 
of every person who beheld it. Hundreds of thousands 
of civilians and tens of thousands of soldiers and sailors, 
still in the Service or discharged, also looked on from 
the sidewalks or elsewhere and were filled with pride 
at the exhibition of what their Government has accom- 
plished. Every device of equipment and material which 
it was practicable to exhibit and which American in- 
genuity and skill has brought forth in the Great War 
was included in the show, for such it was in the best 
acceptation of the term. 

The line of march was in 5th avenue and extended 
from 110th street to Washington Arch, near 8th street. 
The floats numbered 216, while under the heading of 
“Army ordnance” there were 102 separate pieces of 
equipment. Two immense camouflaged tanks of the 
largest type led the column. They had seen service on 
the battlefields of France, and as they drove their 
mighty way over the asphalted street the crowds were 
greatly impressed at the sight of the monsters which 
had taken such an active part in the defeat of the Allies’ 
enemies. They were followed by General Pershing’s 
band, which came from overseas for the purpose of tak- 
ing part in the Liberty Loan drive. Then followed a 
—- of the 22d Infantry stationed at Governors 
sland. 

Following these came float after float, motor driyen, 
which, with detachments of men, few or many, gave the 
onlooker an exemplification of what United States troops 
looked like in years past and what they are now, and 
of the various branches of the Service. - Floats carried 
Regulars in the cumbersome unifcrm which the Army 
Wore antedating the War with Mexico, the more sensible 
equipment of the days when we whipped that republic; 
of the Civil War, the Spanish-American affair and the 
war which is soon to be officially proclaimed as having 
ended. The Q.M. Corps in a number of floats showed 
how our troops were fed, equipped and transported from 
camps in the United States to the firing lines in France 
or Flanders. The activities of the Infantry were de- 
icted in a thrilling manner. Troops occupying trenches, 
istening posts, advance posts, camouflaged locations and 
other points on or near the firing line were shown as if 
in action, barring the actual firing, which was’ reserved 
for some of the tanks, large and small, to illustrate by 
their machine guns, The Engineers showed how tempo- 
rary bridges were quickly constructed, either with tim- 
ber, or by pontoons, how emplacements were made, en- 
tanglements put up, and roads built. A number of 
Signal Corps trucks carried huge searchlights, with their 
equipment, one with a projector five feet in diameter 
which throws its 3,000,00 candle-power beam forty-four 
miles ; radio stations and pigeon stations. The Chemi- 
cal Warfare Service illustrated how smoke screens are 
thrown out and how liquid gas is spouted. The Coast 
Artillery with light and heavy tractors demonstrated 
ow artillery is moved. A number of the guns bore signs 
showing where they had been engaged in the various 
arene of operation, two of them having thrown 5,000 tons 
of metal at the enemy, it was announced. The Medical 

partment contributed floats of hospital wards, first 

stations, delousing plants and other exhibits exempli- 
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fying how the health and care of the sick and wounded 
is provided for. One of the most spectacular floats was 
that of the Air Service, which had provided an Eno- 
Frey spherograph, used for testing aviators in main- 
taining their presence of mind when in combat or 
under unusual conditions in the air, or when suddenly 
placed in dangerous positions. A giant airplane from 
Hazelhurst Field, Long Island, piloted by Lieut. R. P. 
Breese, Air Service, and whose spread of wings extended 
from curb to curb, which moved under its own power, 
was obliged to leave the column at 25th street because 
ef its inability to pass through the narrow opening 
under the Arch of Victory. A French observation bal- 
loon of the type used on the battle front, and inflated, 
was drawn on two trailers. A squadron of the 11th 
Cavalry, which rode from Fort Myer, Va., made an 
excellent appearance, but in view of the fact that it was 
intended to typify the mounted branch of the Service it 
is to be regretted that several breaches of discipline were 
noted. During various halts the men, when they dis- 
mounted, began smoking and ate fruit, laughingly throw- 
ing the paring at young women on the sidewalk. One 
lieutenant was observed smoking cigarettes while the 
column was moving. 

While the General Staff is responsible for the general 
plan of the parade it was Major Bernard Lentz, of the 
staff, who arranged the details and to whom chief credit 
is due for the decided success which attended the most 
interesting and important ‘presentation of the work ac- 
complished by the Army: that civilian America has ever 
seen. Among the officers who occupied seats on the 
reviewing stand, which was in front of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art at 82d street, were Major Gens. Thomas

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RE-ENLISTING THE REGULARS. 


Status of Seven-Year Enlistment Men. 


The status of the seven-year enlistment men of the 
Army, those who enlisted prior to April 2, 1917, the date 
of our entry into the war, and the question of the jus- 
tice of their present treatment by the War Department, 
are subjects of much misunderstanding and complaint as 
is- evidenced-by many letters on the subject received by 
the ARMy AND Navy JourNAL. In the interest of these 
enlisted volunteers in the Army; including the large 


number who have addressed inquiries to us seeking en- 
lightenment as to their rights and privileges under the 
law and regulations authorizing the resumption of vol- 


untary enlistments, we asked The Adjutant General's 
Office for the latest decisions in the matter. We are 
pleased to be able to give to our readers this week 
through the following letter from The A.G.O. an ex- 


planation of the status and rights of these men of the 
Regular Army. 

It will be remembered that there are two kindg of 
“seven-year” enlistments in foree: (1) Those under the 
Act of 1912, for four years active service and- three 
years in the Reserve; and (2) those under the National 
Defense Act, enlistments after Novy. 1, 1916, for three 
years active service and four years in the Reserve. It 
will be noted from The A.G.’s letter that in each case 
the active term contracted to be served, (1) four years 
or (2) three years, must be completed before a new con- 
tract may be made. The letter from The A.G.O., writ- 
ten by Col. James Totten, Adjutant General’, calls par- 
ticlular attention to Circulars 201 and 239, published 
further on. Colonel Totten writes: 

“The question of the proper handling of the men who 
enlisted prior to April 2, 1917, is and has been from the 
first a matter of deep concern to War Department offi- 
cials. It is unquestionably true that at the time of the 
enlistment of these 7-year men, as they are usually 
ealled, the enlistment contract was fully understood and 
agreed to by the men and at a much lower rate of pay 
than has prevailed since June 1, 1917. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that the Government has 
lived up to its contract, and even more in the matter of 
pay, still it has been hoped from the first to be able 
to give these men all of the privileges, upon discharge 
and re-enlistment, as are accorded men who were en- 
listed or inducted into the Service after April 1, 1917. 

“A recent letter from this office to the commanding 
general of Camp Devens, Mass., on this subject is in a 
sense an interpretation of a portion of Circular 201. It 
reads as follows: 

Referring to your letter of the 29th ult., the Secretary of 
War directs me to inform you that men re-enlisting under the 
provisions of Cir. No. 201, War D., c.s., are entitled to the 
one month furlough authorized under Par. 6, Cir. No. 113. 
Under a decision of the Comptroller, dated Dec. 13, 1917, such 
men are not entitled to travel pay. 

“Paragraph 5 of Circular 201, is quite clear'on the 
authority for the payment of the $60 bonus at discharge. 
It would therefore seem that the only way in which 
these men are treated differently from the emergency 
Army menvis in the matter of the five cents per mile 
travel allowance. Upon this matter the Comptroller has 
been requested to reconsider his former ruling, which 
was adverse to the payment of mileage. It is not known 
at this time what the outcome of this request will be, 
but this office feels sure that the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL fully appreciates the legal difficulties surrounding 
this matter. Conditions have arisen since the seven- 
year men entered the Service which could not. possibly 
be foreseen at the time they enlisted. The application 
of a law passed at a time when the Service conditions 
were so radically different from those existing now is 
indeed fraught with many difficulties. 

“The War Department and everyone connected or 
familiar with the Service have the highest appreciation 
of what the soldier of the old Army did in the way of 
training and molding the great new Army into the effi- 
cient form it so rapidly attained. It is confidently 
hoped that your valuable assistance will be fully given 
toward cheering up the seven-year men; to help in keep- 
ing their morale at the height it has always been until 
time and earnest effort shall eliminate every possible 
ground for a feeling of discrimination, as against them- 
selves, in the minds of these men.”

Re-enlistment Under Special Conditions, 
CIR. NO, 239, MAY 3, 1919, WAR DEPT. 
Power to re-enlist in certain cases. 
The following decisions, relative to the power to re-enlist 
soldiers under special! conditions, are published for the informa- 
‘tion and guidance of all concerned: 


Enlistments Between Nov. 1, 1912, and Oct. 81, 1916. 

1, A soldier who enlisted between Nov, 1, 1912, and Oct. 31, 
1916, both dates inclusive, who has been furloughed to the 
Army Reserve after completing four years’ continuous active 
service, may be re-enlisted for one or three years, and upon 
such re-enlistment should receive his discharge. from his prior 
enlistment. The policy of the Wac Department is to re-enlist 
such men only for a period of three years, and until further 
orders this policy will be strictly observed. 

2. A soldier, enlisted as in Par. 1, who has been discharged 
through error, may be re-enlisted for one or three years; in 
this case his discharge, although contrary to law, is considered 
to effect his complete separation from the Service, and he can- 
not be compelled to return to service to complete his original 
enlistment. 

3. A soldier, enlisted as in Par. 1, who, having completed 
three years’ continuous active service, has been furloughed to 
the Regular Army Reserve through error upon the demobiliza- 
tion of his organization, may not be re-enlisted before the 
expiration of his seven-year term, unless the Secretary of War 
shall first direct his discharge for the convenience of the Gov- 
ernment, or else unless he is restored to an active duty status 
and completes the four years’ continuous service required for 
such re-enlistment. In the lattter case,.this restoration should 
not be made unless the error was made by the military authori- 
ties, causing him to be furloughed to the Reserve without his 
application or consent. In the event of such restoration, when 
he shall have served the additional time necessary to complete 
his four years’ active service, his four years’ service shall be 
deemed continuous, the interruption of active service due to 
his being furloughed to the Reserve without his consent affect- 
ing the centinuity thereof only in so far as to require him to 
serve long enough to complete a total of four years, exclusive 
of such interruption. Until further orders, men re-enlisted 
under the provisions of this paragraph will be re-enlisted for a 
period of three ycars. 

4. A soldier, enlisted between Nov. 1, 1912, and Oct. 31, 
1916, both dates inclusive, who has been furloughed to the 
Reserve, under the provisions of Cir. No. 16, War Dept., 1919, 
after completing more than three and less than four years’ 
continuous service under such enlistment, may not be re-en- 
listed prior to the expiPation of his term of enlistment unless 
he is first discharged by order of the Secretary of War for 
the convenience of the Government. He may, however, be 
restored upg» his own application to active service and com- 
plete his seven-year term of enlistment. 

Enlistments Between Nov. 1, 1916, and April 1, 1917. 

5. A soldier, enlisted between Nov. 1, 1916, and April 1, 
1917, both dates inclusive, who has been furloughed after less 
than three years’ continuous service to the Reserve, under the 
provisions of Cir. No, 35, War Dept., 1919, may not be re- 
enlisted prior to the expiration of his term of enlistment ex- 
cept under the following conditions: y 

a. Provided that he is first discharged by order of the Secre- 
tary of War for the convenience of the Government, or _ 

b. Provided that he be restored upon his own application to 
active service under his present enlistment, and shall have com- 
pleted three years’ continuous service thereunder. zi 

Until further orders men re-enlisted under the provisions of 
this paragraph will be re-enlisted for a period of three years.

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FIELD ARTILLERY R.0.T.C. UNITS. 


In accordance with the plan for making the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps of the colleges and secondary 
schools a permanent asset, the Field Artillery Corps is 
planning to take advantage of every opportunity offered 
in this field. Already units have been or are being estab- 
lished at nineteen of the largest universities and col- 
leges, and it is expected that this number will be in- 
creased continually. The following statement regard- 
ing the establishment of Field Artillery units in the 
R.O.T.C. was prepared for the AnmMy ayD Navy Jour- 
NAL by the Office of the Chief of Field: Artillery: — 

“In connection with the difficulty of obtaining and 
training officers after the outbreak of hostilities which 
was so painfully apparent during the war, the steps 
which are now being taken by the various Services 
through the General Staff to help remedy this by means 
of the R.O.T.C. in colleges and universities is of inter-. 
est to all. The war has taught the imperative need for 
a large number of trained officers in every branch of the 
Service. These officers cannot be adequately trained in 
the technique of their arm within a few months, if at 
the same time they must receive their basic military 
education. > 

“At the time of our entry into the war in 1917 there 
were approximately 370 Field Artillery officers with 
more than gne year’s service. When the armistice was 
signed nearly 25,000 officers had been commissioned in 
the Field Artillery. an expansion nearly sevenfold. Of 
this number Yale University, which was the only college 
at which a Field Artillery unit of the R.O.T.C. had 
been established prior to the war, furnished some 1,000. 
Moreover the war has tremendously demonstrated the 
value of the educated men as officers. d jt 

“The great value of continuing to utilize the colleges 
of the country for such training is very apparent; and 
to this end Field Artillery units are being established in 
about twenty-five of our largest and most resentative 
colleges and universities. By graduating 100 students 
annually from each unit into the Field Artillery Re- 
serves, and by estimating an average service of ten 
years for each officer, the Field Artillery will ultimately 
have a desired reserve of 25,000 officers, and these of 
the very finest quality the nation affords. Field Artil- 
lery units have already been, or are beine established at 
Alabama Polytechnical Institute, Carnegie Tech., Colo- 
rado A. and M., Cornell University, Harvard, Iowa State 
College, Leland Stanford, jr., University ; Ohio State, 
Oregon State A. and M., Princeton; Purdue, Texas A 





and M. Universities, of Chicago, Mlinois, Missouri, Ne- 


, Oklahoma and Utah and Yale. Only the 
braska, Of Field Artillery have been selected and de- 
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tailed in charge of these units. They will be provided 
with all the latest and best equipment and everything 
willbe done that can be done to make the units a 
success.”

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THE SIGNAL CORPS AT THE FRONT. 


To THE Evrrog oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The duty of the Signal Corps has been such as to 
merit commendation for the bravery and devotion to 
duty of all of its members who served on three fronts 
(Chateau-Thierry, Soissons and the Argonne), as the 
writer observed while serving in the wire company as 
brigade signal officer and as regimental signal officer. 
On the Chateau-Thierry front not only were they “upon 
their toes” to keep up with the rapid advance of the 
Infantry, but when in reserve they were continually ex- 
posed to shell fire in maintaining lines and even in re- 
covering wire which was badly needed. At night they 
were continually hatassed by airplane raids and never 
had the satisfaction of firing a return shot. Yet through 
all of this they were always on the alert, patrolling 
lines, building new lines, or deliveri supplies, bat- 
teries, etc., over shell-swept roads to advanced units. 

In the event of a move they always had to be the 
first in position to establish communication from the 
P.C. and in accomplishing this they had to pass over 
shell-swept and torn roads and by stalled trucks, lines 
of Artillery and Infantry. Very often the writer had 
to help his driver carry the motorcycle side car around 
artillery, wagons and shell holes in order to go on and 
not to be delayed in getting the lines in. At other 
times we were continually exposed to machine gun fire, 
shell fire and raiding airplanes in locating and visiting 
A.C.I.’s while the trucks. running the lines to A.C.I. 
would run into towns which were being heavily shelled. 
At Valpriez Farm Cave in front of Juvigny our panel 
men and trouble shooters were continually exposed to 
shell fire and machine gun fire from raiding Boche 
planes, and in fact one of our men was almost cut in 
two by machine gun bullets from a plane at this point. 

I have never at any time seen any hesitancy shown 
by any of our men when duty called them into danger; 
they were always willing and anxious to do their | 
well, and» very often without sleep for nights or suffi- 
cient food. I have seen them in veritable hell holes 
where there were dead lying all around them and the 
cries and groans of the wounded in their ears, yet they 
never became discouraged and never hesitated to “beat 
the gun” by clearing troubles before they developed into 
anything serious, and by doing so preserved perfect liai- 
son between Artillery and Infantry, which materially 
helped in getting artillery fire directed quickly where it 
was needed, and in many cases where it saved hundreds 
of lives and perhaps turned the tide of battle in favor 
of our forces. The same thing applied to their work in 
maintaining lines to the rear, their communications in 
the regiment and even to the service of supply which 
kept the battery trucks going, over almost impassable 
roads in all sorts of weather. It would not be amiss to 
mention the ingenuity and resourcefulness of the chauf- 
feurs and motorcycle drivers in repairing their machines 
and getting them out of muddy shell holes when it was 
almost impossible to do so. Very often the signal offi- 
cer would be given a task, such as getting a train over 
an almost impassable road at night or to locate a P.C. 
which other liaison officers had failed to find, yet they 
accomplished their mission, due to the fact that they felt 
a sense of duty as liaison agents which would accept no 
failure. 

Taken as a whole, the Signal Corps, I feel have 
much to be proud of, and especially because they often 
had to stand by and operate their apparatus while 
shells were bursting all around them, and in cases 
where the lines were cut by shell fire they made repairs 
under the most trying conditions. From personal ob- 
servation of the work of the Signal Corps with the 32d 
Division on three fronts I feel proud in saying that 
their duty was. well, bravely and fearlessly performed, 
and can be vouched for by our gallant commanders of 
the 10th French Army under General Mangin, as well 
as all of our American commanders in the regiments, 
brigades and divisions. 
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SPANISH WAR AND BORDER MEDALS. 
To THe Eprror or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
Your editorial of March 22 suggesting extension of 
the conditions as to issue of the medal provided by act 
of July 9, 1918 (Spanish War medal) will be appre- 
ciated by all who dislike to see unfair distinctions made 
as between members of our various forces when serving 
under the same conditions while in Federal service. ‘The 
same act provides for a campaign medal to be issued 
to members of the National Guard who saw service on 
the Mexican border in 1916-17 and who are not entitled 
to the Mexican campaign badge. The limitation of the 
border medal to National Guardsmen only is an equal 
if not — discrimination than that which you point 
out. ose on the border who did not actually partici- 
pate in the expedition into Mexico or become engaged 
jn some border scrimmage “campaigned” no less than 
those who served in the Philippines, Cuba, Porto Rico 
or China during the wars concerned, but who did not 
become engaged or even hear a hostile shot The forces 
mobilized on the Mexican border went through the same 
hardships of campaign and had the same military ex- 
perience whether they actually participated in any — 
ing or not, or whether Regulars or Guardsmen, and they 
certainly had a more likely prospect bey > BY 
ing than those who earned. the badge of the Cu 
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Whether they happened to be fired upon or not is a 
mere detail. 


As a result of this discrimination those of our forces 
who were not of the fortunate few to be sent across the 
line or who chanced to become engaged from across that 
line, and who were not members of that portion of those 
forees comprising the National Guard, have no more 
to mark them for that border campaign service than had 
they remained amid the comforts of their home garri- 
sons. All others bear a visible token of their field ser- 
vice during that period, whether in Mexico or out of it. 

How much more so are those Regulars entitled to 
the same mark of recognition for service, virtually in 
campaign, as the National Guardsmen who never went 
beyond their mobilization camps in the Spanish War? 
It is not disputing your point on the latter score to in- 
dicate an omission in the same act that is much more 
striking, and one that is a source of considerable regret 
among the members of the Regular Army who shared 
the service of the National Guard on the Mexican bor- 
der. It would seem as if that, too, justified representa- 
tion in your columns to help bring about a remedy.

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OUR ALLIES OF FRANCE. 


To Tue Epitor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Your article in issue of April 19 that France did not 
overcharge the United States is good work. Please con- 
tinue to dissect the authors of the wave of criticism 
that swept along during the year 1918 and reached its 
climax when the armistice was signed. The country 
bumpkin that bolstered his patriotism by belittling the 
Allies made the work of those dealing with the French 
at that time doubly hard. I am in a position to know, for, 
as assistant force officer and liaison officer, I had daily 
dealings with them, and I never knew them to refuse 
assistance. The slurs cast on the French, on their ad- 
ministration and their ability, while we were asking their 
direct aid to keep us going were only worthy of a hide 
bound officer or’a Boche. 

I heard an expert opinion by a man that had owned 
some of our vessels before the war; he affirmed that if 
he could have had repairs made for the price shown by 
the three quarterly reports submitted to me while we 
had no material for repairs of our own, he would be- 
come rich in his business. My knowledge of the in- 
crease in the cost of material dates through the years 
1914-15-16 while transportation officer of the American 
Ambulance in France. On our arrival material had 
increased sixty per cent., even for the Red Cross that 
had thirty per cent, off from the beginning of the war. 

The new blood in the Navy with outside experience 
should be ‘kept as a check on the provincialism of some 
naval officers who judge their allies from their, traveled 
experience from seaport to seaport. These criticisms 
when they came to the ears of the French officer were 
excused as being caused by the influence of a Boche 
propaganda. They were — by men that did not 
understand French thoroughness and their administra- 
tion. and loved the pre-war system of what they then 
called German efficiency. Many a Navy officer will call 
you blessed if you show up the know-it-all man who 
deapises every one not from his own town. Most of us 
have a modest and pleasant appreciation of our own 
value in an emergency, but with due regard and ad- 
miration for our Allies’ continuous efforts: that could 
not have been maintained without an administration of 
which we may well take example. = &

THE ARMY CHAPLAINS. 


To THE EprrorR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The figures regarding promotion of officers in the Reg- 
ular Army during the war do not mention the chap- 
lains; first, because chaplains have no organization; 
and second, because they received no promotions. _ Of 
course, those. who had served their seven years as first 
lieutenant became captains, and those who had served 
seventeen years became majors; but no chaplain re- 
ceived temporary promotion, so far as I am able to 
learn. 

Something ought to be done for chaplains, or else, 
with the high cost of living, those with families may 
have to ask their churches back home to contribute to 
their needs. It is all right for an officer to serve as a 
second or first lieutenant, or in any other rank, a rea- 
sonable length of time; but the idea of holding a capa- 
ble body of men down to seven years in one grade and 
ten years in the next higher and never allowing any- 


thing higher than the rank of major, and allowing a)! 
other 0 to receive temporary mawmotion but the

A little less than two years ago there was a first lieu- 
tenant in this regiment who had come out of civil life— 
an excellent officer, by the way—who received his com- 
mission only a few months before that time. I had been 
a first lieutemant several months longer than he. Be- 
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peace times. But the system under which 
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chaplains work held them down to their old grades dur 
ing the war when, doubtless, = eo their duties 
as faithfully as other officers. e chaplains were igo. 
lated, without any corps organization, and hence they 
were not promoted, not even given temporary promotion 
for the period of the emergency! 

Some, who evidently do not know the work of the 
chaplain, say that a chaplain does not need rank. I wil] 
admit that he does not if the dentists do not, if the dow 


- tors do not, if the veterinarians do not; but I know 


that he does need his rank no less than other officers, 
Here it is not a question of rank that I am raising, but 
a question of subsistence, and a question of justice and 
equality—what we claim always to have fought and 
bled for. The chaplain and his dependents have to liye 
just as do other officers and their dependents. As to 
the justice of the matter, I will leave that to the Con- 
gressmen, if it is ever brought before them. Why should 
one man become a lieutenant colonel in less than. two 
years while another who ranked him as a first lieuten- 
ant is to be a first lieutenant for several years yet? 

We hear rumors that something is going to be done 
for the chaplains. The ranking chaplain in the U.S, 
Army will tell you that he has been hearing the same 
thing for twenty-eight years, since he has been a chap. 
lain, and he is now only a major! The line officers gay 
that chaplains are not being treated fairly; civilians 
who know the law say the same thing, and enlisted men 
who know the situation condemn the discrimination 
against chaplains in no uncertain language.

THE SEVEN-YEAR ENLISTMENT MEN. 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

On behalf of the many men in the Army under the 
seven-year enlistment period, I would like to make q 
few remarks in the hope that they may come before the 
notice of those capable of adjusting the injustice of con- 
ditions now existing. It is safe to say that there ig 
not a man in the Army under the seven-year bill who 
did not enlist in the full belief that he would be fun 
loughed to the Reserve at the expiration of four years, 
at the most, and would be recalled only in case of actual 
hostilities. Not one dreamed that he would be held be 
yond four years during time of peace. 

There are many young men in-the Army under this 
bill. If discharged at the end of four years (that is, 
furloughed to the Reserve) they will still be young 
enough to make a start at some useful civilian occupa. 
tion. To hold them for three years beyond that is prae 
tically to condemn them—at least the majority—to “pro 
fessional soldiering.” ‘There are others who desire their 





discharge that they may re-enlist, either for one or three 
years, so that they may “obtain their final statements | 
including the bonus and present transportation allow- 
ance. 


men is merely a war time measure, brought about largely 
through popular clamor. The same is true of the pres 
ent transportation allowance. It is very safe to pre 
dict that neither will be in existence after the “period. 
of-war”’ men have been discharged. To say that the 
seven-year men—the men of the Regular Army—are 
not entitled to the bonus and transportation is ridie- 
lous. Whe is more entitled to genuine consideration, 


the man who voluntarily enlisted at the time when the 
United States was embroiled with Mexico or the man 
who was brought into the Service under the compulsory 
draft? 


Some divisions have been boosted through the news: 
papers, while others have been ignored. There is no 
quarrel with this; different divisions undoubtedly de 
served all the praise heaped upon them, and it was but 
natural for those in the locality from which they hailed 
to be more interested in them than in other divisions. 
Yet the fact remains that the casualty lists show that 
the greatest losses were suffered by the first two divi- 
sions, the first to enter the front line. And the Ist and 
2d Divisions were composed principally of Marines and 
Regular Army men. Wherefore, the Regular Army 
man—or seven-year man-—-is certainly entitled to equal 
consideration with the period-of-war man. The former 
did his bit fully as well and suffered and bled more than 
the latter, as is proven through the casualty lists. 

Finally, there are many Regular Army men who dé 
sire to volunteer for service in Europe, some of them 
men who were unable to get across during hostilities, 
Now these men, and other Regular Army men, desire te’ 
spend the remainder of their terms of enlistment in% 
Europe. Yet even this is denied them. Can it possibly 
be true, as is sometimes said, that there is no one whe 
really cares for the Regular Army man; that to him , 
are only the hard knocks, while others reap the glory?

r three years. Circular 201, War Dept., April 1% 
1919, reads: “Men who enlisted in the Rapeler Army 
between Nov. 1, 1912, and Oct. 31, 1916, who have com 
pleted four years continuous active service may be Te 
enlisted upon their own application under the provisions 
of the Act of approved Feb. 28, 1919. All em 
listments will be for a period of three years.” Extract 
Par. 5 of the order: “No travel pay is allowed.” 
This order is the most unfair order ever published 
qoceaies the old Regular soldier.

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AN ENLISTED VIEW OF ARMY COURTS, 





{To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

As to the present Army courts-martial system the un- 
dersigned has had an opportunity of being present at 
as many courts-martial as the average enlisted man 
generally has, being engaged on that kind of work con- 
tinually a period of about six months in the A.E.F., 
and about eight months in the United States prior to 


going overseas. One ease in particular was where a 
major, who was the summary court officer, tried a cer- 


tain member of the Medical Department, an enlisted 
man in an ambulance company, for “striking a non- 
commissioned officer in the execution. of his office with 
his fist.” The accused pleaded “guilty” to this charge 
and the summary court officer, after hearing the reasons 
why this man struck this N.C.O., found him “not 


guilty.” The summary court officer in question weld 
always give the enlisted men brought before him all the 
chance in the world to clear himself. 

I have written the charges and been present at the 
trials of perhaps 1, men during my serviee, and I 
do not believe that any man whose case I have heard 
has been given injustice in his sentence. Numerous ar- 
guments are being brought up about the inefficiency of 
counsel furnished enlisted men, and some have sug- 
gested that enlisted men be detailed as counsel, if the 
accused so desires. Enlisted men in the Army to-day, 
certain of them, might make good counsels, but the 
average enlisted man has not the necessary law train- 
ing to enable him to properly defend a soldier accused 
of an offense. 

The present courts-martial system as it is to-day, 
in my opinion, does not. need very many changes, ex- 
cept as regards counsel. If an enlisted man desires a 
certain officer as. his counsel and makes his request to 
either the judge advocate or commanding officer his re- 
uest is always granted, unless the officer whom he de- 
sires is on such other duties that he would not be able 
0 attend the trial.

Hawaiian Field Named for Lieutenant Luke. 

The U.S. Air Service station established on Ford Isl- 
and, Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, has been named Luke Field 
in honor of Lieut. Frank J. Luke, Air Service, U.S.A., 
who was killed in action on Sept. 28, 1918, at Murveaux, 
France. Lieutenant Luke made the most remarkable 
record of the Allied fliers during the’ war in bringing 
down German observation balloons. He had eighteen 
enemy aircraft to his credit. 


Government Balloon Assigned to Boston. 

Arrangements have .been completed for the early in- 
stallation of a government observation balloon on Bos- 
ton Common, of the type used at the front during the 
war. The balloon is to be in charge of expert pilots, and 
it is expected that passengers will be taken up in the 
basket occasionally. The balloon will rise to a height 
of 3,000, feet and be tethered to a windlass. It will be 
used primarily for meteorological observations. 


Banners Presented Air Units in France. 

The Division of Militaty Aeronautics has received 
news that on April 12, under the auspices of the “Pays 
de France,” a ceremony was held at the Opera Comique 
in Paris, when banners of the organization known as 
the “Femmes Francaise” were-presented the American 
air units in France, one banner to each organization. 
Twenty-three balloon companies which were serving with 
American troops at the front on Nov. 11 were eagh pre- 
sented with one of these banners. These companies are 
the 1st to 16th, inclusive, 24th, 25th, 26th, 42d, 43d, 
44th and 69th. 

Loan or Purchase of Air Service Equipment. 

Circular 28; of the Air Service, announces the War 
Department’s policy relative to the acquisition by, or 
loan to, private parties of airplane metors, equipment, 
or accessories. Private parties developing aviation 
equipment for the proposed use by the Air Service,-mak- 
ing request for the use of Air Service equipment, will be 
referred to the Engineering Division of the Supply 


Group, who -will recommend for or against encourage- - 


ment to the extent of the loan of Air Service equipment. 
Private parties constructing aviation equipment for 
purely private or commercial use, said equipment in no 
way being intended for use by the Air Service, will not 
be loaned aviation equipment of any kind for this pur- 
pose. The only way in which such parties can acquire 
the equipment will be by direct purchase from the Gov- 
ernment, through the Sales and Salvage Section, Air 
Service Property Division. ° 
A Navy Flight Record Last November. 


With interest in naval aviation at its height in view . 


of the plans for a trans-Atlantic flight and the recent 
twenty-hour .non-stop: flight, it has eome to light that 
another notable twenty-hour flying record was made by 
Navy fliers during the war, but owing to strict censor- 
ship the details were not made public. On Nov. 7, 
1918, three Navy planes, H.S. flying boats, left Bay 
Shore, L.I., for Brunswick, Ga., a distance of approxi- 
mately 700 miles. The squadron was under the com- 
These three 
planes arrived in Brunswick twenty hours later, after 
stopping for fuel at Cape May, N.J., Hampton Roads, 
Va., Moorehead City, N.C., and Charleston, S.C. The 
boats were flown by the following officers: Ensigns Paul, 
Storrer, Taylor, Titts and Shanks. This flight was so 
successful that a second flight was made the following 
week, three other planes leaving Bay Shore for Bruns- 
wick. Two of them arrived as successfully as the first 
three, but one was wrecked on fhe coast of North 
Carolina. 
Warning Issued on Operation of Aircraft. 

The Joint Army and Navy Board on Aeronautical 
Cognizance has found it necessary to issue a warning on 
recent indiscriminate operation of aircraft and the seri- 
ous dangers entailed. The board states that on March 
25, during the parade of the 27th Division in New York, 
a flying boat operated directly up and down Fifth av- 
enue above the parade at a dangerously low altitude, so 
low, in fact, that in case of motor failure the pilot would 
have had no choice except to lafid in the crowd on the 
avenue. He could not have reached even a fringe of 
Central Park owing to the trees. Inquiry developed that 
this boat was piloted by a civilian who was flying with-- 
out the license required by the President’s proclamation 
of Feb. 28, 1918. The board points out that there is no 
way of adequately providing for the public safety where 
airplanes fly at too low an altitude over cities or large 
assemblies of persons. In case of accident a pilot would 
be forced to descend immediately and human life and 
property would be endangeted to a serious degree. All 
persons operating civilian aircraft are cautioned against 
the repetition of an occurrence such as that at New 
York and are warned that before engaging in the opéra- 
tion of any airplane or balloon they must first secure 
a license from the Joint Army and Nayy Board of Aero- 
nautic Cognizance.

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HEALTH OF THE ARMY. 
Low Rate for Disease in the A.E.F. Continues. 


Fer the week ended April 17 only 8,904 new cases of 
disease were reported in the A.E.F., giving the same, 
low annual rate (380 per thousand) as for the-previous 
week. The rate for non-effectives was the lowest re- 
ported since early last summer. Total number of deaths 
for the week was 143; eighty-five from disease and four- 

. teen from battle wounds received prior to Nov. 11.

Five thousand six hundred. seventy-nine cases of dis-

Col. Paul F. Straub, Med. Corps, U.S.A., who. was 
Yetired. from active service on May 6 for disability: inci-

performed the deed for which he received the medal he 
was serving as surgeon and major of the 36th U.S. Vol- 
unteer Infantry..

(later major general} left Santa Cruz, Luzon, for Alos, 
held by the insurgents.

get over rough ground faster than the ponies used by 
the other ‘officers, he overhauled the insurgents first and 
caught three of them. In order-to give the dismounted 
scouts time to catch up, the mounted officers charged ‘the 
company of insurgents with revolvers and brought it to 
bay. Colonel Straub and Lieutenants Whitworth and 
William C. Read held other -insurgents behind a rice 
dike by firing their revolvers at them while still mounted 
and in a very exposed position. Lieutenant Read was 
shot through the thigh, and, dismounting, gave his. horse 
to a scout. Colonel Straub, at great risk to his own 
life, went under fire to the rescue of Lieutenant Read 
and carried him to a place of safety. Later Lieutenant 
Read's leg was amputated at the hip joint. Colonel 
Straub entered the Army as an assistant surgeon in 
1892. He was born in Germany July 3, 1865, and was 
last on duty in Washington, D.C.

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CRITICISING THE WEST POINT SYSTEM. 

‘This article, a thankless one to write, deals with a 
subject which has been most intimately in the mind of 
citizens who went into uniform and for the first time 
submitted to military discipline. From the day that we 
entered the war West Point was supreme in the com- 

ind and direction of our armies. As a country we 

e been West Pointized for eighteen months. I think 
it the Reserve officers would vote almost unanimously 
for a reform_of the West Point system. I think that 
many of the progressive Regular officers who have borne 
the brunt and strain of the war would vote with them 
the ballot were secret.” 
With these words Frederick Palmer, war correspond- 
f long and varied experience in campaigns and re- 
ntly an officer in the Intelligence Service of the Army, 
begins an article in Collier's of April 26 entitled “What 
Is the Matter With West Point?’ Given such a title 
the average reader, whether in the Service or not, would 
know at once that he was presented with another of 
those many criticisms of the greatest military school in 
the world which civilian writers on military affairs are 
given to presenting to the public at more or less regular 
intervals. Mr. Palmer points out that the educational 
system at the U.S. Military Academy comes down to us 
“with the Prussian idea of training which Baron von 
Steuben, as Washington's, drillmaster, had sought to 
apply to our Revolutionary armies,” still in force. And, 
as a corfiment on the practice of having Army officers 
act as teachers at West Point he says: “Many educa- 
tors have criticized the West Point system of teaching, 
if not the physical training which molds a man with 
chin drawn in, shoulders back, and chest out—the ram- 
tod.” 

In the course of his analysis of a cadet’s career at 
the Point, Mr. Palmer writes as if a young man who 
was once entered there was held fast to a military ca- 
reer, partly to escape the reputation of having been 
“found” and partly for the reason that “the boy who 
g0es to West Point, often less from any call to a mili- 
tary career than for an education, must be a soldier, 
though he may not have the natural gift of command.” 
He repeats the now-familiar civilian writer’s picture of 
the cadet being graduated, receiving his commission, 
and then entering upon a life of untroubled ease, “as- 
sured of a position for life” with “retired pay, when he 
retires at sixty-three which will ma¥. his old 
age secure. Where, in civil life, deterior’ Zon means 
failure and poverty, and necessity spurs men on, in 
Army life such checks and incentives are wanting. 
Once he is an officer, then, a man né.d never worry 
adout the wolf at the door, or about losing his place if 
he jogs along in the Army routine and keeps step.” We 


pause for a mément to let this idyllic vision of an Army 
officer's life sink in. We would like to place it as a 
Piece of unconscious satire if it were not for the fact 


that Mr, Palmer knows exactly what Army officers’ lives 
ate like through long association with them and their 
Ways. The cold truth is that in this picture he is sim- 
Ply endeavoring to live up to the conventions firmly 
*stablished in writing articles dealing with the alleged 
short ‘omings of West Point. 

He gives it as his opinion that “the Philippine and 
ether respensibilities had broadened our Army.” More 
Oicers “became ambitious to excel in their profession ; 
aad . . . at Leavenworth the classes of ambitious 


en studied the direction of combat units and the com 
mand of large bodies of troopa, Their model was largely 
the German system, which was generally considered by 
our professional soldiers the most efficient before the 
war. Meanwhile the Army had not been a part of the 
life of the country. . . , Military matters did not 
interest us as a people. Some kind of an Army was a 


necessity; and we maintained an Army. Could we ex 


pect the boys sent to West Point at ages “rom seven- 
teen to twenty-one, and isolated in its tradirions, to be 
in touch with our world? Even officers detailed in 


Washington usually kept to themselves. They thought 
and lived the Army.” 

This aloofness of the Army officer seems strange to 
Mr. Palmer and he expounds it to the length of 500 
words, describing how Army officers talk their “shop” 
together and discuss the movements of their friends 
quite as if this were not the most human experience in 
the world, whether the “shop” be that of a hardware 
man living in Suburbia or a newspaper man meeting 
his colleagues in a city club. There are few traditions 
so hollow as that the average American citizen is a 
man ¢@f affairs and a man of the werld, although this 
ideal {s sedulously cultivated by the civilian press and 
net a little by civilians themselves. Few of them, as a 
matter of fact, possess these qualities more than do 
Army officers, since neither by travel nor variety of occu- 
patfons, to say nothing of the ordinary concerns of liy- 
ing, do their lives move in so extensive and varied an 
orbit as do those of our officers in the-Berviee. He con- 
tifues: “Officers thought of themselves as keeping the 
altar fires burning in a deserted temple which would be 
crowded when danger threatened the nation. Some day 
there would be war; the country would turn to West 
Point, and some officers leading a little band of Regu- 
lars would go out to sacrifice while others trained raw 
reeruits to save us from disaster. Perhaps only a lick- 
ing would ever teach us the extravagance and folly of 
anything but universal service.” Patriotism is not the 
exclusive possession of any one class.~ But there is no 
place in the United States where patriotism is more con- 
stantly kept before the minds of its inhabitants than at 
West Point. And as an illustration of the perfection 
of its method of education it would be difficult to find 
a more perfect example than the very great difference 
between the manner in which West Pointers treat the 
American flag in public and the attitude of the civilian- 
school-taught general public under like circumstances. 

Mr. Palmer states that when “the administration de- 
cided to turn the war over to experts all the 
dreams of the officers in the schools and at the posts 
came true. They had the draft and all the man power 
and resources of the United States put entirely at their 
command. The methods of drill and instruction 
applied were entirely those of West Point. We had no 
other system. We had no real general staff 
system. The new system would have to de- 
velop in the course of the war and by the time the 
Great War was won many of the older men and the in- 
competents would certainly be shelved.” And thus he 
approaches his secondary theme that the Regular Army 
officers did not allow Reserve officers the promotion 
they deserved. 

“A major of reserves who found himself serving in 
the Service of Supply under an incompetent West 
Pointer formed his opinions of West Point from per- 
sonal association. Meanwhile young Regulars were be- 
ing promoted over his head. In the Engineers especi- 
ally West Pointers became colonels at the age of twenty- 
five and twenty-six and majors at twenty-three and 
twenty-four. Soume of these young officers were con- 
vinced that West Point had given them an equipment 


‘ superior to that of the graduates of civilian colleges who 


had won high position in practical administration. It 
is not surprising that such Reserve officers sometimes 
thought that to the Army itself the war was a ‘private 
war’ for the Army. Some young West Pointers were 
inclined to strut; and some of the narréw-minded ones 
did not seem to broaden. They had the mistaken idea that 
leadership is something that is altogether taught. Reg- 
ulars were chief executives of motor transport and bak- 
eries, of everything, because the Regulars said that they 
alone knew how to co-ordinate organization to military 
ends.” 

This writer argues that the commander-in-chief of 
the A.E.F. did not give Reserve officers high promotion 
for the reason that if he did the Regular officers of lower 
rank would so interfere with the Reserve officer’s ideas 
that he could not do effective work. He adds: “This 
seems to be the hardest thing you can say against the 
Regular Army,” and then goes on to excuse it by stating 
that this “is no harder than saying that a group of 
men from the same fraternity at any college, or a group 
of men who have worked in the same business corpor- 
ation, will naturally cleave together and keep outsiders 
out.” Thus we have presented as a favorable argu- 
ment here what was stated as a demerit, or at least a 
blemish, in the opening of Mr. Palmer’s summary of 
an Army officer’s life and general character. And yet 
with all these imperfections on its head Mr. Palmer 
gives it as his opinion that “after all the testimony as 
to the winning of the war has been gathered up’—soft 
phrase for the bitterness of a Congressional investiga- 
tion—“‘we shell settle back to the West Point and Na- 
tional Guard systems because they did win.” 

Surely this is a curious and illogical conclusion for 
a man to come to who sets out to show that West Point 


-and its system of training Army officers is all wrong. 


“Success in battle is the ultimate object of all military 


— — 
training,” says the Infantry Drill Regulation. “Suc 
cess may be looked for only when the training fs intelli- 
gent and thorough.” We won our share of the war, as 
Mr. Palmer admits, and we won it, on the same au- 
thority, because of the West Point system he has tried 
to belittle here, a tone that is nowhere fm evidence, it 
may be remarked, in his story of the war called “Amer- 
ica in France.” But West Point and its system has 
than on the battlefield, if that were not 
know at Panama and in other fields 
of peaceful endeavor remote from the purely military 
field of thought and practice. Professional soldiers the 
world over look upon West Point as the finest military 
world. It has, in the words of this its 
latest critic, achieved supreme success through its grad- 
uates in the greatest war the world has ever known. 
Yet only in its own country is it subject to these at- 
tacks of destructive criticism. If any authorfty on edu- 
cation, military or civil, can suggest methods by which 
our West Point system may be improved no one would 
hearken to him more closely than Army officers. But 
the weakness of all such attacks as this one we have 
noted is that it suggests nothing by way of improve- 
ment. Neither West Point nor its system of education 
gains any help from them. Yet it endures, to the honor 
and glory of American arms! 
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STATUS OF ARMY APPROPRIATIONS. 

The status of current appropriations for the Military 
Establishment as of April 15, 1919, is shown in the 
following table. Amounts appropriated comprise ap- 
propriations for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1919, 
plus the balances on July 1, 1918, of such appropriations 
as did not lapse on that date. Amounts repealed by 
the second Deficiency Act have been deducted, with the 
exception of the item of $829,000,000 expected to be re- 
appropriated for the Quartermaster Corps. Against the 
balance of $4,400,000,000 there are outstanding nominal 
obligations of about $4,500,000,000. ‘This figure, how- 
ever, represents in large part the value of contracts 
already suspended and awaiting liquidation. Savings 
effected in settling such contracts will reduce the amount 
of actual obligations well below the present balance.

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There are approximately 34,000 men, therefore, who 
must be released from the Service by July 1 in accord 
with the orders of the Secretary to reduce the enlisted 
personnel to 250,000 men. In order to bring about the 
adjustment the Navy Department has authorized com- 
manding officers of all ships in the Navy to double the 
percentage of releases per month, hence six per cent. of 
a ship’s complement will be released instead of three 
per cent. The releases will be confined to the most urgent 
cases, though if re-enlistments increase the ship per- 
centage, it was stated, will be increased. Enlistments 
since Noy. 11 show a total of 28,779, composed of 
24,885 first enlistments and 3,894 re-enlistments. Since 
the armistice, and while the nation is officially still at 
war, there have been 3,165 desertions in the Regular en- 
listed personnel. This is a larger percentage of deser- 
tions than recorded for many years. Twenty years ago 
the percentage was about nine, and then it diminished 
untid it remained stationary at two per cent.

LINE or Dury OPINION. : 
A soldier who dies as result of a wound received 
through accident is held to have died in the line of 
duty, according to a recent opinion of the J.A.G. The 
case in question was that of a private of Infantry who, 
while shooting at a mark with two comrades in France, 
was killed through the accidental discharge of a pistol 
by one of the other men. The board of efficers appointed 
to investigate the death found that it did not occur in 
the line of duty and was the result of his own miscon- 
duct. The J.A.G., however, stated that the private “was 
not guilty of even a scintilla of negligence,” disapproved 
the findings of the board, and gave the above opinion, 
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Hovusine ProptemM FoR ARMY OFFICERS. 

Officers on duty in Washington are beginning to feel 
concern over the housing problem which ‘they will face 
in the capital when the existing Salisbuty law, which 
Prevented property owners from raising rents or eject- 
ing persons engaged in duties connected with the prose- 
eution of the war is no longer in force. This law will 
become a dead letter with the end of the emergency and 
Army officers, realizing that the trend of prices for 
quarters in Washington is constantly on the increase, 
are predicting that apartments will, at the end of the 
emergency, be held at $25 a room and more by the own- 
ers. ‘There will be on duty in the War Department 
long after the Army has been returned from overseas 
many hundreds of officers in excess of the number on 
duty before the nation entered the war, consequently 
the demand for living quarters of the better clase will 
be nearly as active as it has been during the war. In 
this extremity it has been suggeSted by officers on duty 
in The Adjutant General's Department that, if necessary 
for the purpose, Congress make provision against rent 
profiteering by authorizing the War Department to take 
from the funds available to pay commutation to officers 
amounts sufficient to lease apartment houses in Wash- 
ington and to supply quarters in these apartments to 
officers at cost. This, it is urged, would be both eco- 
nomical and just, for it would not innure to the disad- 
vantage of the officer detached from a post where liv- 
ing quarters are renting at what would be normal prices 
in comparison with Washington prices. The acne 
of paying the rental of quarters in Washington 
manded as a result of civilian competition would, they 
declare, be overcome through such an arrangement and 
would bring about a condition wholly to the benefit of 
the War Department through a feeling of contentment 
among the officers assigned to duty in the various bu- 
reaus, departments and staffs. 
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OprortTuNnities In RuraL CoMMUNITIES. 

While a country-wide campaign for the purpose of 
finding jobs for discharged soldiers is being given much 
space in the press, there appears to be little thought of 
the discharged specialists who served with the Army in 
France and in the United States. Our attention was 
drawn to this fact recently by a discharged Army sur- 
geon, who was seeking a way to find an opening where 
he might begin practice anew, having disposed of his 
practice when he entered the Service. There appeared 
recently a paragraph in the editorial columns of The 
Rural New Yorker which possibly may suggest oppor- 
tunities for former Army surgeons. It says: “It is sur- 

rising how many readers write that a doctor is needed 
n their locality. The war seems to have drained the 
country doctors into the Army, and they do not seem in- 
clined to go back to the hill—where they are needed. 
Many of these back districts offer good financial pros- 
peets for a capable doctor, and there is a great chance 
for social service. The medical man may prove the 
most efficient extension worker.” Possibly The Rural 
New Yorker has put its finger on one trouble—a trouble 
incident to the placing of the released enlisted men, too 
—a disinclination to settle down in rural communities, 
and a preference fer the big cities and towns where 
congestion of population appears to present the best 
field. The rura! sections offer a highly desirable field 
for men who, because of their war experiences, know 
the value of service and who have learned that money is 
not all the compensation worth having in rejusn for the 
things one can do and the service one can render.

CerTiricaTe FoR Patriotic EMPLoyers. 

A certificate will be issued by the War and Navy De- 
partments through Col. Arthur Woods, special assistant 
to the Secretary of War, to all American employers 
who pledge themselves to take back who 
entered the Service and to show preference to soldiers, 
sailors and marines in taking on new employees. This 
announcement was made by Colonel Woods, who is 
chairman of the special committee on employment of the 
War Department. The certificate, which is headed, 
“War and Navy Department, United States of America,” 
reads as follows: “This certifies that John Doe has 
assured the War and Navy Departments that he will 
gladly re-employ everybody who formerly worked with 
him, and left to serve in the Army or Navy during the 
Great War. (Signed) Newton D. Baker, Secretary of 
War; Josephus Daniels, Secretary of the Navy; Arthur 
Woods, assistant to the Secretary of War.” The certifi- 
cates may be obtained by application to Colonel Woods. 
Sich application for the certificates will be accepted as 
a pledge to the War and Navy Departments to re-employ 
all men who left to enter the Service during the war.

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SALE OF GOVERNMENT CAMPS. 


The Acting Secretary of War, Benedict Crowell, hag 
approved the sale or other disposition of the following 
twelve camps, it was announced on May 6: 

National Guard Camps: Beauregard, La.; Bowie, 
Texas; Hancock, Ga.; Logan, Texas; Shelby, Miss.; 


Sheridan, Ala.; Wadsworth, 8.C.; Wheeler, Ga. 


Miscellaneous small camps: Colt, Pa.; Kendrick, 
N.J.; North Camp Jackson, 8.C.; Polk, N.C. 

When it became evident that these cam; would 
no longer be needed, due to the demobilization of th 
Army, the Chief of the Construction Division was 
instructed to advertise in sixty newspapers and trad 
periodicals throughout the United States that thes 
camps would be sold to the highest, best and most re 
sponsible bidders. Proposals were reeeived by the Con- 


struction Division and publicly opened on April 15. 
Forty-four bids were received from thirty-five different 
bidders. It was specifically stated in the advertisement 
that the storage area at each of these camps would be 
reserved by the Government, as storage space would be 
needed by the War Department for a considerable pe- 
riod. In the case of Camps Beauregard, Hancock, 
Logan and Sheridan the base hospital was exeluded 
from the sale, as these hospitais have been transferred 
to the Public Health Service under a recent act of Con- 
gress. The bidder must assume all land and property 
damages arising out of the Government's use of the land. 
By this the Government avoided expensive investigation 
and litigation necessary to settle these claims with the 
property owners. 

The proposals received were, as a rule, very satis- 
factory. The National Guard camps were hastily built 
and contained only tent floors, mess shacks and a few 
administration buildings beside the base hospital and 
storage warehouses, which in most cases were reserved 
by the Government. In housing troops during the pe- 
riod of training, on the basis of having been filled twice, 
these camps have served 800,000 troops at a cost for the 
construction work of about $30 per capita. In addition 
to the formal bids, a large wrecking company not will- 
ing to assume damage claims bid on the entire number 
of camps for sale, the total bid being within a few thou 
sand dollars of the total received from the individual 
successful bidders. The total received for the twelve 
camps amounted to $548,194.83. 

At Camp Beauregard the bidder must guarantee to 
the State of Louisiana without cost the buildings and 
improvements of one regimental camping area for use of 
the state troops. At Camp Hancock the underground 
improvements must be left intact for the benefit of the 
community. At Camp Sheridan the improvements were 
sold to the city of Montgomery, which had expended 
large sums in the purchase of the land> At Camp 
Wadsworth, S.C., the sewer and water system must be 
ceded without cost to the city of Spartanburg. Wher- 
ever possible the municipality or local interests have 
been favored in a similar manner. At Camp Polk the 
buildings will be sold to the state of North Carolina for 
use in connection with the state penitentiary. Camp 
Sevier, S.C., was not sold as no reasonable bid was re- 


ceived. This camp will again be offered, without as- 
sumption of damage claims. The successful bidders 
were:

The Tank Corps is taking steps under the

tion of the War Department of March 8 to maintain a 
furce of approximately 500 officers and 5,000 men. It 
is building up an organization complete in every de 


tail. With nearly a thousand light tanks contracted for, 
and most of these already completed, and with 100 heavy 
tanks either under construction or already turned over 
to the corps, the Tank Service by its activities shows it 
is in no danger of going out of existence because peace 
is in sight. Not only does the building program con- 
tinue, but efforts are being made to recruit desirable 
men in the corps, the work of organization is keeping 
pace with that of demobilization. Recommendations 
made to the War College on behalf of the Tank Corps 
call for a force of 697 officers and 10,902 enlisted men 
for the temporary Army of 509,000. Included in these 
recommendations is a table showing the necessary 
strength under a skeletonized organization with the same 
number of units. This estimate calls for 469 officers and 
6,549 enlisted men. The Tank Corps estimates are as

Status of Seven-Year Enlistment Men 
The status of the seven-year enlistment men of the 
Army, those who enlisted prior to April 2, 1917, the date 
of our entry into the war, and the question of the jus 


tice of their present treatment by the War Department, 





are subjects of much misunderstanding and complaint as 
is evidenced by many letters on the subje received by 
the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAI In the interest of these 
nlisted volunteers in tl Army, including the large 
number » ha ldressed inquiries to us seeking en 
lightenment as to their rights and privileges under the 
law and regulations authorizing the resumption of vol 
untary enlistments, we asked The Adjutant General's 
Office for the latest di ions in the matt We are 
piea l to be able to give to our fre uders this week 


through the following letter from The A.G.O. an ex 


planation of the status and rights of these men of the 
Regular Army. 

it will be remembered that there are two kinds of 
“seven-year” enlistments in foree: (1) Those under the 
Act of 1912, for four years active service and three 
years in the Reserve; and (2) those under the National 
Defense Act, enlistments after Nov. 1, 1916, for three 
years active service and four years in the Reserve. It 
will be noted from The A.G.’s letter that in each case 
the active term contracted to be served, (1) four years 


or (2) three years, must be completed before a new con- 
tract may be made. The letter from The A.G.O., writ- 
ten by Col. James Totten, Adjutant General’, calls par- 
ticlular attention to Circulars 201 and 239, published 
further on. Colonel Totten writes: 

“The question of the proper handling of the men who 
enlisted prior to April 2, 1917, is and has been from the 
first a matter of deep concern to War Department offi- 
cials. It is unquestionably true that at the time of the 
enlistment of these 7-year men, as they are usually 
called, the enlistment contract was fully understood and 
agreed to by the men and at a much lower rate of pay 
than has prevailed since June 1, 1917. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that the 
lived up to its contract, and even more 
pay, still it has been hoped from the 
to give these men all of the privileges, upon discharge 
and re-enlistment, as are accorded men who were en- 
listed or inducted into the Service after April 1, 1917. 

“A recent letter from this office to the commanding 
general of Camp Devens, Mass., on this subject is in a 
sense an interpretation of a portion of Circular 201. It 
reads as follows:

of the 29th ult., the Secretary of 
that men re-enlisting under the 


provisions of Cir, No. 201, War D., c.s., are entitled to the 
one month furlough authorized under Par. 6, Cir. No. 113. 
Under a decision of the Comptroller, dated Dec. 13, 1917, such 


men are not entitled to travel pay. 

“Paragraph 5 of Circular 201, is quite clear on the 
authority for the payment of the $60 bonus at discharge. 
It would therefore seem that the only way in which 
these men are treated differently from the emergency 
Army men is in the matter of the five cents per mile 
travel allowance. Upon this matter the Comptroller has 
been requested to reconsider his former ruling, which 
was adverse to the payment of mileage. It is not known 
at this time what the outcome of this request will be, 
but this office feels sure that the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL fully appreciates the legal difficulties surrounding 
this matter. Conditions have arisen since the seven- 
year men entered the Service which could not possibly 
be foreseen at the time they enlisted. The application 
of a law passed at a time when the Service conditions 
were so radically different from those existing now is 
indeed fraught with many difficulties. 

“The War Department and everyone connected or 
familiar with the Service have the highest :ppreciation 
of what the soldier of the old Army did in the way of 
training and molding the great new Army into the effi- 
cient form it so rapidly attained. It is confidently 
hoped that your valuable assistance will be fully given 
toward cheering up the seven-year men; to help in keep- 
ing their morale at the height it has always been until 
time and earnest effort shall eliminate every possible 
ground for a feeling of discrimination, as against them- 
selves, in the minds of these men.” 

Following is the full text of Circulars 201 and 259: 

Re-enlistment After Four Years’ Service. 
CIR. NO. 201, APRIL 19, 1919, WAR DEPT. 

Re-enlistment of men enlisted under Act of Congress ap- 
proved Aug. 24, 1912 (Bal. No. 15, War D., 1912). 

1. Men who enlisted in the Regular Army between Noy. 1. 
1912, and Oct. 31, 1916, both dates inclusive, and who have

listment, may be re-enlisted upon their own application under 
the provisions of the Act of Congress approved Feb. 28, 1919 
(Sec. II, Bul. No. 9, War D., 1919). 

2. All enlistments under this authority will be for a term 
of three years. 

8. In _ the event of such re-enlistment, each man so re-en- 
listed will receive a final discharge from his prior enlistment. 
However, the necessary precautions will be taken to insure re- 
enlistment when discharge is given for that reason. 

4. Men re-enlisted as herein provided may be kept upon their 
present duties until they can be spared or replaced. 

5. The bonus of $60 is payable to all men discharged under 
this authority. Three months’ extra pay, under the Act of 
Congress approved May 11, 1908, is net payable upon re-enlist- 
ment, nor is travel pay allowed. 

6. All previous instructions in conflict with the provisions 
of this circular are rescinded. By order of the Secretary of 
War:

Re-enlistment Under Special Conditions. 
CIR. NO. 239, MAY 3, 1919, WAR DEPT. 
Power to re-enlist in certain cases. 
The following decisions, relative to the power to re-enlist 
soldiers under special conditions, are published for the informa- 
tion and guidance of all concerned: 


Enlistments Between Nov. 1. 1912, and Oct, 31, 1916 
A soldier who enlisted between Nov. 1, 1912, and Oct. 31, 
both dates inclusive, who has been furloughed to the 
Army Reserve after completing four years’ continuous active 
service, may be re-enlisted for one or three years, and upon 
such re-enlistment should receive his discharge from his prior 
enlistment. The poliey of the War Department is to re-enlist 
such men only for a period of three years, and until further 
orders this policy will be strictly observed. 

2. A soldier, enlisted as in Par. 1, who has been discharged 
through error, may be re-enlisted for one or three years; in 
this case his discharge, although contrary to law, is considered 
to effect his complete separation from the Service, and he can- 
not be compelled to return to service to complete his original 
enlistment, . 

3. A soldier, enlisted as in Par. 1, who, haying completed 
three years’ continuous active service, has been furloughed to 
the Regular Army Reserve through error upon the demobiliza- 
tion of his organization, may net be re-enlisted before the 
expiration of his seven-year term, unless the Secretary of War 
shall first direct his discharge for the convenience of the Goy- 
ernment, or else unless he is restored to an active duty statug 
and eompletes the four years’ continuous service required for

FIELD ARTILLERY R.0.T.C. UNITS. 


In accordanct with the plan for making the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps of the colleges and secondary 
sthools a permanent asset, the Field Artillery Corps is 
planning to take advantage of gvery opportunity offered 
in this field. Already units have been or are being estab- 
lished at nineteen of the largest universities and col- 
leges, and it is expected that this number will be in- 
creased continually. The following statement regard- 
ing the establishment of Fieli Artillery units in- the 
R.O.T.C. was prepared for the AkMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL by the Office of the Chief of Field Artillery: 

“In connection with the difficulty of obtaining and 
training officers after the outbreak of hostilities which 
was so painfully apparent during the war, the steps 
which are now being taken by the various Services 
through the General Staff to help remedy this by means 
of the R.O.T.C. in colleges and universities is of inter- 
est to all. The war has taught the imperative need for 
a large number of trained officers in every branch of the 
Service. These officers cannot be adequately trained in 
the technique of their arm within a few months, if at 
the same time they must receive their basic military 
education. b 

“At the time of our entry into the war in 1917 there 
were approximately 370 Field Artillery officers with 
mote than one year’s service. en the armistice was 
signed nearly 25,000 officers had been commissioned in 
the Field Artillery. an expansion nearly sevenfold. Of 
this number Yale University, which was the only college 
at which a Field Artillery unit of the R.O.T.C, had 
been established prior to the war, furnished some 1,000. 
Moreover the war has tremendously demonstrated the 
value of the educated men as officers. 

“The great value of continuing to utilize the colleges 
of the country for such training is very apparent; and 
to this end Field Artillery units are being established in 
about twenty-five of our largest and most representative 
colleges and universities. By graduating 100 students 
annually from each unit into the Field Artillery Re- 
serves, and by estimating an average service of ten 
years for each officer, the Field Artillery will ultimately 
have a desired reserve of 25,000 officers, and these of 
the very finest quality the nation affords. Field Artil- 
lery units have already been, or are beine established at 
Alabama Polytechnical Institute, Carnegie Tech., Colo- 
rado A. and M., Cornell University, Harvard, Iowa State 
College, Leland Stanford, jr., University ; Ohio State, 
Oregon State A. and M., Setnesee cers seane, S 
and M. Universities, 0 ieago, Illinois, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, and Utab and Yale. Only the be 
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tailed in charge of these units. They will be provided 
with all the latest and best equipment and everything 
will be done that can be done to make the units a4 
success.”

THE SIGNAL CORPS AT THE FRONT. 
To tur Eprror or THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The duty of the Signal Corps has been such as to 
merit commendation for the bravery and devotion to 
duty of all of its members who served on three fronts 
(Chateau-Thierry, Soissons and the Argonne), as the 
writer observed while serving in the wire company as 
brigade signal officer and ds regimental signal officer. 
On the Chateau-Thierry front not only were they “upon 
their toes” to keep up with the rapid advance of the 
Infantry, but when in reserve they were continually ex- 
posed to shell fire in maintaining lines and even in re- 
covering wire which was badly needed. At night they 
were continually harassed by airplane raids and never 
had the satisfaction of firing a return shot. Yet through 
all of this they were always on the alert, patrolling 
lines, building new lines, or delivering supplies, bat- 
teries, etc., over shell-swept roads to advanced units. 

In the event of a move they always had to be the 
first in position to establish communication from the 
P.C. and in accomplishing this they had to pass over 
snell-swept and torn roads and by stalled trucks, lines 
of Artillery and Infantry. Very often the writer had 
to help his driver carry the motorcycle side car around 
artillery, wagons and shell holes in order to go on and 
not to be delayed in getting the lines in. At other 
times we were continually exposed to machine gun fire, 
shell fire and raiding airplanes in locating and visiting 
A.C.I.’s while the trucks running the lines to A.C.I. 
would run into towns which were being heavily shelled. 
At Valpries Farm Cave in front of Juvigny our panel 
men and trouble shooters were continually exposed to 
shell fire and machine gun fire from raiding Boche 
planes, and in fact one of our men was almost cut in 
two by machine gun bullets from a plane at this point. 

I have never at any time seen any hesitancy shown 
by any of our men when duty called them into danger; 
they were always willing and anxious to do their duty 
well, and very often without sleep for nights or suffi- 
cient food. have seen them in veritable hell holes 
where there were dead lying all around them and the 
cries and groans of the wounded in their ears, yet they 
never became discouraged and never hesitated to “beat 
the gun” by clearing troubles before they developed into 
anything serious, and by doing so preserved perfect liai- 
son between Artillery and Infantry, which materially 
helped in getting artillery fire directed quickly where it 
was social. and in many cases where it saved hundreds 
of lives and perhaps turned the tide of battle in favor 
of our forces. The same thing applied to their work in 
maintaining lines to the rear, their communications in 
the regiment and even to the service of supply which 
kept the battery trucks going, over almost impassable 
roads in all sorts of weather. It would not be amiss to 
mention the ingenuity and resourcefulness of the chauf- 
feurs and motorcycle drivers in repairing their machines 
and getting them out of muddy shell heles when it was 
almiost impossible to do so. Very often the signal offi- 
cer would be given a task, such as getting a train over 
an almost impassable road at night or to locate a P.C. 
which other liaison officers had failed to find, yet they 
accomplished their mission, due to the fact that they felt 
a sense of duty as liaison agents which would accept no 
failure. Tn 

Taken as a whole, the Signal Corps, I feel have 
much to be proud of, and especially because they often 
had to stand by and operate their apparatus while 
shells were bursting all around them, and in cases 
where the lines were cut by shell fire they made repairs 
under the most trying conditions. From personal ob- 
servation of the work of the Signal Corps with the 32d 
Division on three fronts I feel proud in saying that 
their duty was well, bravely and fearlessly performed, 
and can be vouched for by our gallant commanders of 
the 10th French Army under Generaf Mangin, as well 
as all of our American commanders in the regiments,

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SPANISH WAR AND BORDER MEDALS. 


To THe Eprron or tre ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Your editorial of March 22 suggesting extension of 
the conditions as to issue of the medal provided by act 
of July 9, 1918 (Spanish War medal) will be appre- 
ciated by all who dislike to see unfair distinctions made 
as between members of our various forces when serving 
under the same conditions while in Federal service. The 
fame act provides for a campaign medal to be issued 
to members of the National Guard who saw service on 
the Mexican border in 1916-17 and who are not entitled 
to the Mexican campaign badge. The limitation of the 
border medal to National Guardsmen only is an equal 
if not greater discrimination than that which you point 
out. Those on the border who did not actually partici- 
pate in the expedition into Mexico or become engaged 
in some border scrimmage “campaigned” no less than 
those who served in the Philippines, Cuba, Porto Rico 
or China during the wars concerned, but who did not 
become engaged or even hear a hostile shot. The forces 
mobilized on the Mexican border went through the same 
hardships of campaign and had the same military ex- 
perience whether they actually participated in any fight- 
ing ot not, or whether Regulars or Guardsmen, and they 
certainly had a more likely prospect constantly of fight- 
ing than those who earned the badge of the Cuban Occu- 
pation—a more bleodless war than which there. never 
was. In fact, their patrals and dispositions,’ with all 
the elements of campaign service, really served to pre- 
vent invasions and resultant warfare. 

That this is recognized is evidenced by the award of 
the Mexican border service medal to those who were in 
the National Guard. But what about those of the Reg- 
ular Army who served by the side of those Guardsmen 
and rendered exactly similar service? Why place a 
medal on a member of the National Guard that will 
merely serve to label him as such? Is not this class 
legislation? If not, it is at least discrimination. The 
men of the Regular Army no less than the men of the 
National Guard sweated through the sand, cactus and 
mesquite on scouts and patrols, or stood the night vigil 
ef outposts practically in the face of the enemy, and 
their presence in the field was as well a warning and 
prevention as their vigilance, with an effect as far as 


~. 








Whether they happened to be fired upon or not is a 
mere detail. 

As a result of this discrimination those of our forces 
who were not of the fortunate few to be sent across the 
line or who chanced to become engaged from across that 
line, and who were not members of that portion of those 
forces comprising the National Guard, have no more 
to mark them for that border campaign service than had 
they remained amid the comforts of their home garri- 
sons. All others bear a visible token of their field ser- 
vice during that period, whether in Mexico or out of it. 

How much more so are those Regulars entitled to 
the same mark of recognition for service, virtually in 
campaign, as the National Guardsmen who never went 
beyond their mobilization camps in the Spanish War? 
It is not disputing your point on the latter score to in- 
dicate an omission in the same act that is much more 
striking, and one that is a source of considerable regret 
among the members of the Regular Army who shared 
the service of the National Guard on the Mexican bor- 
der. It would seem as if that, too, justified representa- 
tion in your columns to help bring about a remedy.

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OUR ALLIES OF FRANCE. 


To THe Epiror of THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Your article in issue of April 19 that France did not 
overcharge the United States is good work. Please con- 
tinue to dissect the authors of the wave of criticism 
that swept along during the year 1918 and reached its 
climax when the armistice was signed. The country 
bumpkin that bolstered his patriotism by belittling the 
Allies made the work of those dealing with the French 
at that time doubly hard. I am in a position to know, for, 
as assistant force officer and liaison officer, I had daily 
dealings with them, and I never knew them to refuse 
assistance. The slurs cast on the French, on their ad- 
ministration and their ability, while we were asking their 
direct aid to keep us going were only worthy of a hide 
bound officer or a Boche. 

I heard an expert opinion by a man that had owned 
some of our vessels before the war; he affirmed that if 
he could have had repairs mude for the price shown by 
the three quarterly reports submitted to me while we 
had no material for repairs of our own, he would be- 
come rich in his business. My knowledge of the in- 
crease in the cost of material dates through the years 
1914-15-16 while transportation officer of the American 
Ambulance in France. On our arrival material had 
incfeased sixty per cent., even for the Red Cross that 
had thirty per cent. off from the beginning of the war. 

The new blood in the Navy with outside experience 
should be kept as a check on the provincialism of some 
naval officers who judge their allies from their traveled 
experience from seaport to seaport. These criticisms 
when they came to the ears of the French offfeer were 
excused as being caused by the influence of a Boche 
propaganda. They were spread by men that did not 
understand French thoroughness and their administra- 
tion and loved the pre-war system of what they then 
called German efficiency. Many a Navy officer will call 
you blessed if you show up the know-it-all man who 
despises every one not from his own town. Most of us 
have a modest and pleasant appreciation of our own 
value in an emergency, but with due regard and ad- 
miration for our Allies’ continuous efforts that could 
not have been maintained without an administration of 
which we may well take example.

THE ARMY CHAPLAINS. 
To tue Epitor or THe ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The figures regarding promotion of officers in the Reg- 
ular Army during the war do not mention the chap- 
lains; first, because chaplains have no organization; 
and second, because they received no promotions. Of 
edurse, those who had served their seven years as first 
lieutenant became captains, and those who had served 
seventeen years became majors; but no chaplain re- 
ceived temporary promotion, so far as I am able to 
learn. 

Something ought to be done for chaplains, or else, 
with the high cost of living, those with families may 
have to ask their churches back home to contribute to 
their needs. It is all right for an officer to serve as a 
second or first lieutenant, or in any other rank, a rea- 
sonable length of time; but the idea of holding a capa- 
ble body of men down to seven years in one grade and 
ten years in the next higher and never allowing any- 
thing higher than the rank of major, and allowing all 
other officers to receive temporary geemotion but the 
chaplains, is a discrimination that cqises the chaplain 
to wonder whether his services are desired by the na- 
tion, or whether the nation places the proper estimate 
upon the religious and moral work done by the chaplain 
in the Army.

THE SEVEN-YEAR ENLISTMENT MEN 
To THE EprrorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

On behalf of the many men in the Army under the 
geven-year enlistment period, I would like to make a 
few remarks in the hope that they may come before the 
notice of those capable of adjusting the injustice of « 
ditions now existing. It is safe to say that there is 
not a man in the Army under the seven-year bill who 


did not enlist in the full belief that he would be fur- 
loughed to the Reserve at the expiration of four years, 
at the most, and would be recalled only in case of actual 
hostilities. Not one dreamed that he would be held | 
yond four years during time of peace. 

There are many young men in the Army under this 
bill. If discharged at the end of four years (that is, 
furloughed to the Reserve) they will still be young 
enough to make a start at some useful civilian occupa- 
tion. To hold them for three years beyond that is pr 
tically to condemn’ them—at least the majority—to “pro- 
fessional soldiering.”’ ‘There are others who desire their 
discharge that they may re-enlist, either for one or three 
years, so that they may obtain their final statements 
including the bonus and present transportation allow- 
ance. 

The present bonus of two months’ pay to all discharged 
men is merely a war time measure, brought about largely 
through popular clamor. The same is true of the pres- 
ent transportation allowance. It is very safe to pre- 
dict that neither will be in existence after the ‘“period- 
of-war” men have been discharged. To say that t 
seven-year men—the men of the Regular Army—are 
not entitled to the bonus and transportation is ridicu- 
lous. Who is more entitled to genuine consideration, 
the man who voluntarily enlisted at the time when the 
United States was embroiled with Mexico or the man 
who was brought into the Service under the compulsory 
draft? 

Some divisions have been boosted through the news- 
papers, while others have been ignored. There is no 
quarrel with. this; different divisions undoubtedly de- 
served all the praise heaped upon, them, and it was but 
natural for those in the locality from which they hailed 
to be more interested in them than in other divisions. 
Yet the fact remains that the casualty lists show that 
the greatest losses were suffered by the first two divi- 
sions, the first to enter the front line. And the Ist and 
2d Divisions were composed principally of Marines and 
Regular Army men. Wherefore, the Regular Army

JUSTICE TO THE OLD SOLDIER. 
To THE EprTor oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In 1912 an order was published by the War Depart 
ment, known as the seven-year enlistment period order 
This required a man to serve three years with the colors 
and then four years with the Reserve, or four years with 
the colors and three years with the Reserve; he could 
not re-enlist until he had completed his four years with 
the Reserve; he could re-enlist after he had completed 
his four years with the colors or go out en the Reserve 
for three years. Circular 201, War Dept., April 1), 
1919, reads: “Men who enlisted in the Regular A 
between Noy. 1, 1912, and Oct. 31, 1916, who have com 
pleted four years continuous active service may be re 
enlisted upon their own application under the provisions 
of the Act of Congress approved Feb. 28, 1919, Al) en- 
listments will be for a period of three years.” Extract 
Par. 5 of the order: “No travel pay is allowed.” 

This order is the most unfair order ever published 
concerning the old Regular soldier.. If he wants to be 
discharged under it he will have to immediately re-enlist 
for three years. Many have already completed four and 
even over five years’ service with the colors under the 
seven-year contract, and now they are not even given 12 
even break with the men who have only served for six, 
twelve and eighteen months with the colors. The latter 
are allowed to re-enlist for a period of one year, are 
given travel allowances of five cents a mile to place of 
enlistment, bonus of $60 and a furlough of one month, 
and afe allowed a rate of one cent a mile to any 
that they want to go while on furlough. 

Why should they not give us old men with ten, ‘if 
teen, twenty and more years’ service an even br k? 
Does the War Department think that these old men wh@ 
have served in all parts of the world need three year 
more ining, or what are they trying to get at? Poe 

‘4 us for the full seven years. 
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know men who have served for four and five years in 
the Canal Zone, Philippines and in foreign countries, 
and I know that they all feel the way that I feel about 
it. 

Believe me, we got a better deal after the Spanish- 
American War, and all the old men were better satisfied 
than they are at the present time. Many men with a 
great deal of service are going to quit the Service for 
good at the first opportunity; and can you blame them?

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AN ENLISTED VIEW OF ARMY COURTS. 


To THE Eprtor or THE ARMY AND Navy JoURNAL: 

As to the present Army courts-martial system the un- 
dersigned has had an opportunity of being present at 
as many courts-martial as the average enlisted man 
generally has, being engaged on that kind of work con- 
tinually a period of about six months in the A.E.F., 
and about eight months in the United States prior to 
going overseas. One case in particular was where a 
major, who was the summary court officer, tried a cer- 
tain member of the Medical Department, an enlisted 
man in an ambulance company, for “striking a non- 
commissioned officer in the execution of his office with 
his fist.” The accused pleaded “guilty” to this charge 


and the summary court officer, after hearing the reasons 
why this man struck this N.C.O., found him “not 
guilty.” The summary court officer in question would 
always give the enlisted men brought before him all the 
chance in the world to clear himself. 

I have written the charges and been present at the 
trials of perhaps 1,000 men during my service, and I 
do not believe that any man whose case I have heard 
has been given injustice in his sentence. Numerous ar- 
guments are being brought up about the inefficiency of 
counsel furnished enlisted men, and some have sug- 
gested that enlisted men be detailed as counsel, if the 
accused so desires. Enlisted men in the Army fo-day, 
certain of them, might make good counsels, but the 
average enlisted man has not the necessary law train- 
ing to enable him to properly defend a soldier accused 
of an offense. 

The present courts-martial system as it is to-day, 
in my opinion, does not need very many changes, ex- 
cept as regards counsel. If an enlisted man desires a 
certain officer as his counsel and makes his request to 
either the judge advocate or commanding officer his re- 
quest is always granted, unless the officer whom he de- 
sires is on such other duties that he would not be able 
to attend the trial. Furthermore, in civil courts men 
are daily convicted on circumstantial evidence, whereas 
in a military court-martial in order te prove the accused 
guilty it must be proven beyond all doubt that the ac- 
cused actually committed the offense with which he is 
charged. 
ENLISTED MAN. 
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NOTES OF THE AIR SERVICE. 
New Members of Board of Cognizance. 

Special orders of the War Department on May 1 an- 
nounced that Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, Director 
of Air Service, and Lieut. Col. Byron Q. Jones, Air 
Service, had been detailed as members of the Joint Army 
and Navy Board of Aeronautical Cognizance, vice Col. 
William N. Kenly, Field Art., and Col. Henry H. Arnold, 
Air Service, relieved. Navy Department orders of re- 


cent date announced that Capt. Lyman A. Cotten, U.S. 
N., was detailed as a new member of the board. 


Fatalities at Fiying Fields. 

Two deaths occurred at flying fields in the United 
States in the week ended April 21, one at Call Field 
and one at Hazelhurst Field. 

Records of fatalities at U.S. flying fields show an in- 
crease in the fatality rate in recent months as compared 
with the average rzte up to the armistice. From June 
1, 1918, to the armistice the average hours flown per 
fatality was 3,149; from the armistice to dite the aver- 
age is only 1,852 hours per fatality, or an increase in 
the rate of forty-one per cent. 

Value of Contracts Canceled and Suspended. 

During the week ended April 19, the Bureau of Air- 
craft Production withdrew cancellations and suspensions 
of contracts to the amount of $394,110, thus reducing 
the total of canceled and suspended contracts to $497,- 
644,628. These withdrawals are practically all for spare 
parts and accessories. From the date of the armistice to 
April 5, canceled and suspended contracts representing 
an original value of over $111,000,000 have been liqui- 
dated at a saving of over $87,000,000 or seventy-cight 
per cent. 

Flying Fields to be Retained by Air Strvice. 

Fifteen flying fields and five balloon schools are to be 
held by the Air Service as permanent training fields. 
They are divided into three groups, as follows:

Ten Flying Pields to be Abandoned. 
The War Department has informed the Secretary of 
Interior, Secretary of Commerce, Secretary of Navy, 
Postmaster General, Secretary of the Treasury and Sec- 
retary of Agriculture that it has decided to abandon the 
following flying fields as soon as equipment now in stor- 
age at these fields can be disposed of: Barron Field, 
Fort Worth, Call Field, Wichita Falls, Carruthers Field, 
Fort Worth, Texas; Eberts Field, Lonoke, Ark.; Love 
Field, Dallas, Texas; Payne Field, West Point, Migs, ; 
Rice Field, vom. Taliaferro Field, Fort Worth, Texas; 
aylor Field. ntgomery, Ala.; Gerstner Field, 
La. The abandonment of Gerstner Field will 
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completed by June 30. It is intended to sell or salvage 
the buildings and improvements unless they can be 
utilized to advantage by some other department of the 
Government. The War Department has requested in- 
formation from these other departments as to whether 
they desire to make use of any of these fields, and, if so, 
that further details will be supplied by the Construction 
Demobilization Commmittee of the General Staff.

The U.S. Air Service station established on Ford Isl- 
and, Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, has been named Luke Field 
in honor of Lieut. Frank J. Luke, Air Service, U.S.A., 
who was killed in action on Sept. 28, 1918, at Murveaux, 
France. Lieutenant Luke made the most remarkable 
record of the Allied fliers during the war in bringing 
down German observation balloons. He had eighteen 
enemy aircraft to his credit. 

Government Balloon Assigned to Boston. 

Arrangements have been completed for the early in- 
stallation of a government observation balloon on Bos- 
ton Common, of the type used at the front during the 
war. The balloon is to be in charge of expert pilots, and 
it is expected that passengers will be taken up in the 
basket occasionally. The balloon will rise to a height 
of 3,000 feet and be tethered to a windlass. It will be 
used primarily for meteorological observations. 


Banners Presented Air Units in France. 

The Division of Military Aeronautics has received 
news that on April 12, under the auspices of the “Pays 
de France,” a ceremony was held at the Opera Comique 
in Paris, when banners of the organization known as 
the “Femmes Francaise” were presented the American 
air units in France, one banner to each organization. 
Twenty-three balloon companies which were serving with 
American troops at the front on Nov. 11 were each pre- 
sented with one of these banners. These companies are 
the Ist to 16th, inclusive, 24th, 25th, 26th, 42d, 43d, 
44th and 69th. 

Loan or Purchase of Air Service Equipment. 

Circular 28, of the Air Service, announces the War 
Department's policy relative to the acquisition by, or 
loan to, private parties of airplane motors, equipment, 
or accessories. Private parties developing aviation 
equipment for the proposed use by the Air Service, mak- 
ing request for the use of Air Service equipment, will be 
referred to the Engineering Division of the Supply 
Group, who will recommend for or against eneourage- 
ment to the extent of the loan of Air Service equipment. 
Private parties constructing aviation equipment for 
purely private or commercial use, said equipment in no 
way being intended for use by the Air Service, will not 
be loaned aviation equipment of any kind for this pur- 
pose. The only way in which such parties can acquire 
the equipment will be by direct purchase from the Gov- 
ernment, through the Sales and Salvage Section, Air 
Service Property Division. 

A Navy Flight Record Last November. 

With interest in naval aviation at its height in view 
of the plans for a trans-Atlantic flight and the recent 
twenty-hour non-stop flight, it has come @ light that 
another notable twenty-hour flying record was made by 
Navy fliers during the war, but owing to strict censor- 
ship the details were not made public. On Nov. 7, 
1918, three Navy planes, H.S. flying boats, left Bay 
Shore, L.1., for Brunswick, Ga., a distance of approxi- 
mately 700 miles. The squadron was under the eom- 
mand of Lieut. (j.g.) Harold F. Selden. These three 
planes arrived in Brunswick twenty hours later, after 
stopping for fuel at Cape May, N.J.. Hampton Roads, 
Va., Moorehead City, N.C., and Charleston, 8.C. The 
boats were flown by the following officers: Ensigns Paul, 
Storrer, Taylor, Titts and Shanks. This flight was so 
successful that a second flight was made the following 
week, three other planes leaving Bay Shore for Bruns- 


wick. Two of them arrived as successfully as the first 
three, but one was wrecked on the coast of North 
Carolina. 


Warning Issued on Operation of Aircraft. 

The Joint Army and Navy Board on Aeronautical 
Cognizance has found it necessary to issue a warning on 
recent indiscriminate operation of aircraft and the seri- 
ous dangers entailed. The board states that on March 
25, during the parade of the 27th Division in New York, 
a flying boat operated directly up and down Fifth ay- 
enue above the parade at a dangerously low altitude, so 
low, in fact, that in case of motor failure the pilot would 
have had no choice except to land in the crowd on the 
avenue. He could not have reached even a fringe of 
Central Park owing to the trees. Inquiry developed that 
this boat was piloted by a civilian who was flying with- 
out the license required by the President’s proclamation 
of Feb. 28, 1918. The board points out that there is no 
way of adequately providing for the public safety where 
airplanes fly at too low an altitude over cities or large 
assemblies of persons. In case of accident a pilot would 
be forced to descend immediately and human life and 
property would be endangered to a serious degree. All 
persons operating civilian aircraft are cautioned against 
the repetition of an occurrence such as that at New 
York and are warned that before engaging in the opera- 
tion of any airplane or balloon they must first secure 
a license from the Joint Army and Navy Board of Aero-

HEALTH OF THE ARMY. 

Low Rate for Disease in the A.E.F. Continues. 

For the week ended April 17 only 8,904 new cases of 
disease were reported in the A.E.F., giving the same 
low annual rate (380 per thousand) as for the previous 
week. The rate for non-effectives was the lowest re- 
ported since early last summer. Total number of deaths 
for the week was 143; eighty-five from disease and four- 
teen from battle wounds received prior to Noy. 11. 





Further Decrease in Disease Rate in U.S. 

Five thousand six hundred seventy-nine cases of dis- 
ease were reported among troops in the United States 
during the week ended April 26, a rate lower than the 
previous week but nearly twice that reported for the 
last week in the A.E.F, Of the seventy-three deaths re- 
ported fifty-seven were from disease. 

Higher Sick Rate at Viadivostok. 

The current rate for new cases of disease among the 
troops at Vladivostok is much higher than that obtain- 
ing among troops at home ov in France. The rate is, 
however, only slightly higher than the average for the 
A.E.F. to the present time. New cases of disease, an- 
nual rate per thousand: Vladivostok, April 17, 1,045; 
U.S., April 25, 699; A.E.F., April 17, 380. 

Return of Sick and Injured. 

During the week ended April 25, 7,658 sick and in- 
jured troops returned. This brings the total invalided 
home since the armistice to 108,102; since the beginning 
of the war, 118,220. Of the number since Noy. 11 only 
about fifteen per cent. have required special attention 
on the voyage. Approximately-seven per ceni. were bed- 
ridden and three per cent. mental cases.

Col. Paul F. Straub, Med. Corps, U.S.A., who was 
retired from active service on May 6 for disability inci- 
dent to the service, is the holder of a Congressional 
Medal of Honor, for gallantry in the Philippines during 
the campaigns there, 18991901. When Colonel Straub 
performed the deed for which he received the medal he 
was serving as surgeon and major of the 36th U.S. Vol- 
unteer Infantry. On Dee. 21, 1899, a detachment from 
the regiment, then commanded by Col. J. Franklin Bell 
(later major general) left Santa Cruz, Luzon, for Alos, 
“held by the insurgents. At the southern end of the 
village the insurgents fired upon the soldiers. Seeing 
that the Filipinos were escaping from the scouts, Colo- 
nel Bell, accompanied by Colonel Straub, who was act- 
ing as commissary; Lieut. Pegram Whitworth, aid to 
Gen. Arthur MacArthur, and Lieut. Milo C. Corey gave 
chase mounted. As Colonel Bell was mounted on Gen- 
eral MacArthur's horse, which could jump fences and 
get over rough ground faster than the ponies used by 
the other officers, he overhauled the insurgents first and 
caught three of them. Im order to give the dismounted 
scouts time to catch up, the mounted officers charged the 
company of insurgents with revolvers and brought it to 
bay. Colonel Straub and Lieutenants Whitworth and 
William €. Read held other insurgents behind a rice 
dike by’ firing their revolvers at them while still mounted 
and in a very exposed pesition. Lieutenant Read was 
shot through the thigh, and, dismounting, gave his horse 
to a scout. Colonel Straub, at great risk to his own 
life, went under fire to the rescue of Lieutenant Read 
and carried him to a place of safety. Later Lieutenant 
Read’s leg was amputated at the hip joint. Colonel 
Straub entered the Army as an assistant surgeon in 
1892. He was born in Germany July 3, 1865, and was 
last on duty in Washington, D.C.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Comdr. John Rumsey Sanford, Pay Corps, U.S.N., of 
Cornwall, Conn., died at Denver, Colo., on May 1, 1919.

THE RETURNING TROOPS. 
28th Division Not te Parade. 


Enlisted men of the 28th Division? U.S.A. (Penn- 
sylvania), it seems, did not care toe lie around in camp 
waiting for a parade, but desired to get their discharges 
and get home as soon as possible. This is undoubtedly 
the feeling of the majority of men of other divisions, as 
we have heretofore pointed out. The parades, although a 
spectacular entertainment for the people, are a positive 
hardship on men who have had all the hiking they de- 
sire, and are longing for freedom from the military 
service. A special dispatch to the New York World on 
May 4 from Camp Dix, concerning the feeling of the 
men of the 28th Division, said: ““We don’t want to 
parade; we want to get back home and to our jobs,’ said 
a number of the boys of the 28th (Keystone) Division 
when they learned they would not be mustered out of 
service until after the parade in their honor in Phila- 
delphia, at a date not set. This slogan was taken up by 
virtually all of the men of the division, and it was de- 
cided that it would be unwise to kcep the men at Camp 
Dix longer. To-day nearly all of them received their 
discharge papers and hurried out of camp, some of them 
promising to take part in the parade, but most of them 
answering ‘no’ when the question was put to them.” 


Return of 32d Division. 


Major Gen. William G. Haan, of the Regular Army, 
who was in command of the 32d Division, which was 
formed from Wisconsin and Michigan National Guards- 
men, and which proved among the most efficient divi- 
sions at the front, arrived at Hoboken, N.J., from 
France, May 5, with a large portion of his command. 
The division will be niustered out at Camp Custer, Mich., 
and the troops composing it which arrived from France 
imeluded the 128th Infantry, 127th Infantry, division 
headquarters, Field Hospital No. 125, Field Hospital 
No. 127. General Haan wears the Croix de Guerre with 
palm, the Distinguished Service Medal, and the decora- 
tion of a commander of the Legion of Honor. General 
Haan, who highly commended the discipline and fight- 
ing ability of his divisior said: “About 700 of them 
have been decorated. I am umder deep tion to my 
soldiers. They successively beat twenty-three crack 
German divisions, including the 29th Division, known as 
the Kaiser's Own, of whom took 400 prisoners.” 
The total number of casualties killed and wounded 
was 14,268. The division was six months under fire, 
from May to November, 1918, with only ten days in rest 
areas. It fought on five fronts and in three major of- 
fensives, and took 2,153 prisoners. The division was 
with the 10th French Army. Another officer of the 32d 
Division, who was among those arriving at Hoboken on 
the same day as General Haan, was Brig. Gen. Edward 
B. Winans, Regular Army, in command of the 64th In- 
fantry Brigade. This brigade took part in five battles 
and three major offensives, the Aisne-Marne, the Oise- 
Aisne and the Meuse-Argonne. It suffered in all 7,000 
casualties.

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COLORS, STANDARDS AND GUIDONS. 


The War Department has issued an order rescinding 
that contained in Section III., Bulletin 6, War De- 
partment, 1919, relative to colors, standards and guidons 
of units of the U.S.A. which are not identified with any 
particular state and which upon demobilization were to 
be turned in to the Director of Purchase and Storage 
for safe keeping. Instructions have been issued to the 
effect that commanding officers of each organization des- 
ignated for demobilization submit in writing to The Ad- 
jutant General of the Army, through the commanding 
general of the center at which the organization is to be 
demobilized, a report based on organization records, giv- 
ing, according to state, number of men in the organiza- 
tion at time of its formation. This report is to be used 
as a basis for disposition of organization colors, stand- 
ards and guidons in conformity with Section II., Bul- 
letin 6, War Department, 1919. 

These instructions direct that, in cases wehere the 
state from which the majority of men originally came 
cannot be determined from records, or where, in the opin- 
jon of the organization commander, final disposition of 
colors in conformity with the above mentioned bulletin, 
would not constitute the most equitable disposition of 
the colors, or where the organization cannot be identi- 
fied with any particular state, the organization com- 
mander will include in his report his recommendations 
as to which state should, in equity, be designated as 
eustodian of the colors. The reports of the organiza- 
tion commanders will contain statement of battles and 
other engagements participated in by the organization 
during the present war, with places, dates, and other 
available data. 








MEDALS, BADGES AND DECORATIONS. 
Victory Medal Ribbon. 

The first Victory medal ribbon has been received at 
the War Department from the Interallied Commission in 
Paris. This ribbon, designed to be worn on the Service 
uniform by holders of Victory medals, as authorized in 
G.O. 48, published on page 1,195, our issue of April 26, 
is a double rainbow with the red in the center. The 
sample has been sent to ribbon manufacturers in this 
country for production. The American Victory Medal, 
the general design of which was prepared by the same 
commission, has not yet been submitted to the War De- 
= ~ A the American artists who will furnish the 
details of the design of the medal. 

Victory Lapel Button. 

The design of the Victory lapel button for wear on 
civilian clothes shows a five-pointed star superimposed 
on a conventional laurel wreath with the letters “U.S.” 
in a circle in the center of the star. The button was de- 
signed by A. A. Weinman, of New York city, under the 
general direction of the Commission of Fine Arts, it is 
announced. Application for the button should be made 
to the nearest Army station; either camp, post or re- 
cruiting office. The applicant should bring with him his 
discharge in order that proper notation may be made 
thereon. If application is made by mail, the discharge 
should be sent or a true copy thereof certified as such by 
any officer authorized to administer oaths. Announce- 
ment was made on May 5 that the Victory medal but- 
tons to be distributed to honorably discharged soldiers 
living in and around New York city wil! be issued by 
the Army Recruiting Service, through its offices at 39 
Whitehall st 461 Eighth avenue, 25 Third avenue, 
Manhattan; 1 Ashland place, Brooklyn; and 5 
Summit avenue, Jersey City. The first shipment was 
expected within a few days. 

Award of Medals to Newt of Kin. 

The Secretary of War has directed that all inquiries 
in to awarding decorations, medals, badges or 
aur commemorative decorations to the nearest of kin 
of deceased soldiers be answered in substance as fol- 
lows: “Under the present law, the War Department has 
no authority to issue medals or badges to civilians un- 
less such civilians dre discharged soldiers except that 
Medals of Honor, Distinguished Service Crosses, and 
Distinguished Service Medals may be awarded posthu- 
mously. uirers are to be told that it is the intention 
of the War Department to ask authority of Congress at 
the next session to award the Victory Medal to the 
nearest of kin of each soldier who has lost his life in 
the war and, if authority is obtained, information to this 
effect will be communicated to those concerned. The 
War Department desires to express its sympathy in their 
great loss to the relatives and friends of heroes who 
made the sacrifice of life and the Department will be 
proud to render every possible recognition to families 
of those who, more than any other, made possible final 
vietory in the war.” 

Awards of Croi# de Guerre. 

The War Department on May 7 called attention to 
the fact that General Orders No. 51, War Department,

When reclaimed articles, such as shees and clothing, are 
available they will be issued in preference to new, but one out- 
fit must be in suitable condition for wear on pass, at cere- 
monies and on similar oceasions. In special cases, depending 
on the nature of the work to be performed by the soldier 
and where reclaimed articles are available, an extra uniform 
and pair of shoes may be issued when ordered by the command- 
ing officer. . 

The date when the change from summer to winter clothing, 
or the reverse, is to be made, will be determined by the local 
commanding officer, who will notify the supply department con- 
cerned sufficiently in advance to enable a proper supply of the 
necessary clothing to be provided. In time of peace clothing 
for summer or winter wear onee issued to a soldier will not 
ordinarily be taken-from him until he terminates his connection 
with the service, except, when due to a change of station or 
other condition, such clothing is no longer needed. In that 
event it will be turned in upon order of the commanding 
officer. 

Cir. No. 47, War Dept., 1919, as amended by Cir. No. 150, 
War Dept. 1919, is rescinded, the matter being contained in 
this circular.

PARADE OF 77TH DIVISION. 


One of the most impressive military parades ever wit- 
nessed in New York city was that of the 77th Division, 
U.S.A., on May 6, under command of Major Gen. Rob- 
ert Alexander, of the Regular Army, who led the brigade 
in battle in France, where it rendered most gallant ser- 
vice, and in the Argonne battles proved to be among the 
best fighting divisions in the Army. ‘This division of 
draft men, comprising men of many nationalities and 
vocations, and of all stations of life, made a record of 
romaine and precision not equaled in any 
parade of so large a body of men made in New York. 
General Alexander had planned that the force 
him, numbering some 25,000 officers and men, 
pass a given point in just forty-five minutes. 
was his calculation and so exactly were his orders ca 
ried out that the division passed the reviewing t in 
exactly forty-three minutes. From one end of 
to the other the division met witha continuous ovation 
from the crowds lining the route, which while not so 
great as that which greeted the 27th Division in its 
parade, was no less full of enthusiasm. The men 
sented a most striking appearance and were in the 
of condition, in light marching order with stecl helmets 





slung on the back, and wearing the overseas cap. The 
organizations swung along with a.

he rode past the reviewing stand. Quite a number of 
men could not resist the temptation to respond to greet- 
ings while marching, departures from the time-honored 
regulations which, strictly speaking, are improper in a 
military parade, but in the excitement of the return 
home must be excused. 

The parade started promptly at ten o'clock a.m. from 
Washington square and Fifth avenue, and in two hours 
and ten minutes the last organization had rea 
end of the route at 110th street and Fifth avenue, where 
General Alexander reviewed it, previous to its dismissal 
for the day. There were no halts for rest and there were 
no delays. General Alexander introduced a formation 
entirely new in military parades in New York, and one 
which proved effective. This divided battalions into col- 
umns of companies, in columns of squads, four columns 
abreast, with an interval of four feet between companies, 
laterally. Thus the breadth of the parade column was 
sixteen men and three intervals at about forty-two feet. 
Officers and non-commissioned officers marched in the 
line of file closers alongside the marching squad col- 
umns. The distance from front to rear between brigader 
was forty yards, and between regiments twenty-five 
yards. ‘The eight bands attached to the division were 
the only musical organizations to march. Other bands 
were stationed at points along Fifth avenue.

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Insvures Work ON THREE BATTLESHIPS. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt issued a 
Navy order on May 7 for enough steel to keep up the 
work on three battleships now under construction by 
the Navy at the New York, Norfolk and Mare Island 
navy yards. “Mr. Roosevelt said the purpose of this 
order was to prevent the laying off of skilled shipyard 
ewployees and the disorganization of the forces. The 
steel ordered will be just enough to keep a minimum 
of work going. The effect of obtaining it by a Navy 
order will be that the price will not be determined at 
the present time, but will be based upon the price of the 





lowest bidder when bids are opened at a future date. 
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MILITARY LEGISLATION IN 66TH CONGRESS. 
The calling by the President of an extra session of 


Congress to meet on May 19 has given rise immediately 
to speculation on probable Army and Navy legislation. 
Secretary Glass, of the Treasury, said on May 7 that 
it would .not be necessary for Government departments 
to furnish new estimates for appropriations desired, as 
the book of estimates had already been published. A\l- 
though this is not a definite indication that appropria- 


tion bills will remain the same as those which ‘failed of 
passage during the last Congress, it gives a fair idea of 
what the War and Navy Departments will ask for the 
Military and Naval Establishments, and what the Treas- 
ury Department will ask for the Coast Guard. 

To Urge General Staffs Army Bill. 

Secretary Baker gave further information as to what 
the War Department will ask from Congress in an in- 
terview on May 8. when he said that he would urge the 
passage of the original General Staff Army Reorganiza- 
tion bill, which calls for an Army of 509,909 enlisted 
men and 28,579 officers. In speaking of the War De- 
partment’s recommendation to Baker 
said: “We carried down a bill which went rather elab- 
orately into the organization of the War Department. 
The purpose of the ‘bill was to stabilize the existing or- 
ganization, but members of the House Committee said 
that it would be quite impossible to get so long a bill 
through in the short time which remained before the end 
of the session, and suggested the possibility of condensing 
the bill, and having a single paragraph that would 
stabilize the then existing situation in the War Depart- 
ment and the Army. -On this suggestion General March 
and his associates drew up a page which took the place 
of half a dozen pages in the first bill, and it was in 
this condensed form [printed on page 828 of the ArMy 
AND NAVY JOURNAL, issue of Feb. 8, 1919] that the bill 
was considered by the House. It was not passed in 
that form, however, but modified by the House.” 

The estimate furnished by the War Department for 
the Army Appropriation bill amounted to $1,922,- 
988,434.86. _This estimate will stand,in substantial de- 
tail, according to Secretary Baker's statement. The 
Heuse cut this to $1,070,000,000 in. passing the bill, re- 
ducing the enlisted personnel from 500,000 to 175,000. 
The Navy went to Congress with an estimate of $975,- 
903,621.28,. of. which _ $746,457,440.33 would have been 
appropriated had the House bill passed the Senate un- 
changed. The Marine Corps estimate, which still stands 
as a part of the Navy total, amounts to $155,286,952.28. 
The: Coast .Guard made a request for an appropriation 
of $8,418,538 through the Treasury Department, and in 
addition added to the Naval bill an item of $2,850,000 
for the construction of cutters, making a total for the 
Coast Guard of $11,268,538. All of these estimates may 
be increased or reduced by the departments concerned, 
but in general, it is expected that they will remain un- 
changed. 

Congressional Vicws on Army Matters. 

While uncertainty as to new military legislation to 
come out of the session of the 66th Congress will continue 
until near the close of the extra session, there are certain 
indications of the trend legislation may follow in the ‘in- 
dividual expressions of opinion of members of Congress. 
The Military Committee chairmen, Wadsworth in the 
Senate, and Kahn in the House, are legislators whose 
views have much weight both in their committees and 
among the membership of the upper and lower houses. 
Senator Wadsworth, whose home is in New York state, 
has seen active service in the Army and should have 
knowledge of the military needs of the United States. 
Through an interview with Senator Chamberlain, the 
retiring chairman of the Senate Military Committee, on 
May 5, the AkMy AND Navy JOURNAL was interested to 
learn that he believed that Senator Wadsworth’s views 
on military matters nearly coincided with his (Mr. 
Chamberlain’s) own, and that they had worked together 
along practically similar lines. “There was a conspicu- 
ous absence of party differences,” Senator Chamberlain 
said, adding: “I feel very keenly the necessity for Jay- 
ing aside party feeling in settling the questions affecting 
military policy which are bound to arise in the next 
Congress.” Senator Chamberlain, though disinclined to 
hazard a forecast regarding the probable action of his 
colleagues of the committee, felt sure that Congress 
would in a very short time repeal the acts which granted 
extraordinary powers for the emergency to the President 
and would expedite the return to a peace-time basis of 
the nation. He continued: 

“Congress can assure the country many years of peace 
by providing for an efficient Army; not necessarily a 
large Army, but a well-trained, well-equipped force of 
Regulars, and by making adequate appropriation for the 
progressive development of the fighting material required 
by the Army. I do not think there will be a substan 
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tial inerease in the size of the Army beyond what it 


was at the outbreak of the war. It might, however, be 
well to authorize an enlisted personnel of approximately 
200,000.” 

Asked whether the experiences of the war and the 
entry of the United States into hostilities» by the side 
of European Allies might have an influence on a pro- 
posed plan for universal military training as advocated 
by Representative Kahn, Senator Chamberlain said: 
“Some universal training plan ought to be adopted; but 
] fear it will not be. There are a good many Congress- 


men opposed to a large standing Army, and they may 


be depended upon to oppose universal training as 
synonymous with a large Army.” 
It was suggested that the League of Nations, if or- 


ganized, might influence action on Army and Navy legis- 
lation. To this the Senator replied: “The opinion of 
Congress as to the efficiency of a league to prevent wars 
in the future will unquestionably be reflected in the mili- 
tary policy adopted by Congress. Whatever the outcome 
of the peace deliberations, I will continue to adyocate 
those changes in the organization of our Army for which 
I] have always stood. The development of new methods 
of warfare require corresponding changes in the or- 
ganization and administration of specialized branches. 
For example, I believe it is essential to the success of 
eur military policy that the Air Service and the Chemi- 
eal Warfare Service shall not be ander the control of 
the General Staff. I am heartily in favor of the Senate 
amendment to the House Military Appropriations bill 
which failed of passage at the last session creating a 
Department of Aeronautics which shall administer and 
control the air services of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard.” Whether his views, particu- 
larly on the Air Service, will be acceptable the Senator 
admitted was problematical, though he pointed out that 
Republican members of the Senate Committee voted for 
the Department of Aeronautics amendment. The House 
Committee had no opportunity to express its desires on 
the amendment before the session came to an end. Sena- 
tor Chamberlain continued : 

“IT am afraid that in the hurry to provide appropria- 
tions for the Army and Navy before the end of the ecur- 
rent fiscal year, June 30, there will hardly be sufficient 
time to allow either the Senate or the House Committees 
on Military Affairs to give the matter of military policy 
the consideration that is essential in formulating an 
adequate and sound program; If, as may be the case, 
it is found advisable to attach riders to appropriation 
bills to provide funds for the Army and Navy, the result 
may well be haphazard and ill-considered as a program, 
though such action would be, as a matter of course, in 
the nature of ‘emergency treatment.’ ” 

The Oregon Senator was of the opinion that the next 
Congress would inaugurate an investigation of the con- 
duct of the war. Officers from the Regulars, National 
Guard and National Army will be called at the hear- 
ings, he thought, adding: “I believe the officers who have 
been discharged and have returned to their civilian status 
will prove to be the best witnesses and more frank in 
their criticism. Recent instances, as you are well aware, 
indicate that the Army officer in active service is almost 
certain to invite disciplinary action from his superiors 
should he have the temerity to criticize matters frankly.” 
It is to be remembered, of course, that Senator Cham- 
berlain has recently been a sharp critic of War Depart- 
ment methods, in connection with the Army courts- 
martial system. 

Senator Hiram W. Johnson, of California, Republican 
member of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
who has been at his desk almost continuously since the 
adjournment of the last session, was inclined to reticence 
when asked his ideas on the probable course of military 
legislation. He made one significant statement, however, 
when speaking of the probability of the adoption of a 
system of universal training. He said: “Since President 
Wilson is personally opposed to such a program, it will 
be impossible for Congress to adopt it.” He expressed 
the conviction that the President would impose his views 
on Congress to the extent of causing the adoption of 
whatever military policy the President desired. Senator 
Johnson said he thought action on the League of Na- 
tions would have an immediate effect in determining the 
size of the future Military Establishment, but he did not 
say in what manner this would be felt. 

Representative Kahn returned to Paris on May 6 
after a trip through France, Belgium, and occupied Ger- 
many. A dispatch to the Chicago Tribune quotes him 
as saying that he would introduce bills to the House 
Committee on Military Affairs for an Army of 100,000 
volunteers and for universal military service, modeled 
on the Swiss plan. Representative Kahn was opposed 
to drafting men for a standing Army, the dispatch states. 
He. said: “Universal training, I am thoroughly 
vinced, is essential to our safety. The world has seen 
enough of the American soldier to realize he is not to 
be tampered with.”

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CHANGES IN COLLAR INSIGNIA. 

Changes in uniform specifications now being prepared 
by the War Department alter collar insignia for 
officers and enlisted men of the Reserve Corps, the Vol- 
unteers and National Guard organizations which have 
been officially recognized by the Federal Government. 
The changes will amend paragraphs 36 and 121 of Spe- 
cial Regulations No. 42, Uniform Specifications, 1917. 
Hereafter Reserve and Volunteer officers will wear the 
bronze “U.S.” similar to that of the officers of the Reg- 


will 


ular Army, but with the letters “R” and “V” respect- 
ively in gilt metal superimposed thereon. Officers of 
the National Guard will wear the “U.S.” with abbre- 
viation or initials representing their state, not to ex- 
ceed four letters, in gilt metal superimposed. These 
letters will in each case be one-quarter inch in height. 
Enlisted men will wear the bronze disk with the letters 
“U.S.” and with the letters “R,” “V” or of the state 
superimposed in bright metal. 
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PLANS FOR TRAINING AERIAL OBSERVERS. 


Aerial observation headquarters of the Division of 
Military Aeronautics is making plans for peace-time ac- 
tivities which place the observation phase of the Air 
Service in a new field of importance. This branch of 
the Service, which was undertaken so late in the war 
that very little actual use could be made of it, is 
rapidly coming to be recognized as one of the most im- 
portant adjuncts to the Military Establishment. The 
work of the aerial observer with both the Field and the 
Heavy Artillery is considered to be one which requires 
all the technical training of the Artilleryman afd all the 
qualities necessary for a successful aviator. It is ex- 
pected that the new air program will call for a compre- 
hensive plan for training not only pilots, but also ob- 
servers. There is a growing tendency on the part of 
officers in the Air Service toward the opinion that the 
observer should be trained after he has already qualified 
as a pilot, the opinion being that he should be especially 
chosen on account of exceptional ability. Since the 
signing of the armistice the work of the observation de- 
tachment has not been at a standstill. Developments 
have been made in the methods of training observers and 
experimenting has gone on as well. The result is that 
this branch of the Air Service is keeping abreast of the 
latest ideas in co-operation of airplane with field ar- 
tillery. 

As a result of these maneuvers and investigations, at 
least one fortunate result is prophesied. Plans are pro- 
posed whereby Reserve officers might be trained in’ the 
observation branch of the Air Service. Under such a 
scheme college students who elect aerial courses in 
R.O.T.C. units during the college year would be sent to 
air depots, gunnery -schools or artillery schools of fire 
during summer vacation periods and thus complete the 
work necessary to turn out experienced aerial observers. 
The question whether National Guard units can be 
equally well equipped has not come up for serious con- 
sideration, but it is conceivable that if enough interest 
can ‘be aroused in such a plan among men of the proper 
age, the schools of instruction for Reserve and Na- 
tienal Guard officers in aerial observation would be of 
great yalue to the Army. Officers closely connected with 
this phase of military activity regret the fact that the 
duties of the observer have not been considered of as 
great importance as those of the airplane pilot. Whils 
not desiring to’ minimize in the least the necessity of 
skilful and able pilots, these officers feel that the two 
primary duties of the entire Air Service are, after all, 
the obtaining of information from the enemy and pre- 
venting the enemy from receiving similar information. 
Both of these duties center around the work of the ob- 
server, and officers who recognize this fact regret the 
lack of interest on the part of most aviators in the 
observation work. 

It is hoped that if training as pilots can be given 
to all flying officers, whether they are to act continually 
as pilots of combat, reconnaissance or bombing machines 
or whether they are to further qualify as observers, this 
will result in making the work of the latter appear in a 
more favorable light to the Army aviators themselves. 
Whatever steps may be necessary to obtain for the 
Army the most highly qualified men possible for this 
type of work should be taken when plans for reorganiza- 
tion and training are being prepared. If it is necessary 
to train an observer to be a pilot in order to insure his 
interest in his work it is well worth the while of the 
Government to provide for such training. In any event, 
this phase of aviation should not be neglected, nor 
should it be made second in importance to any other. 
The success of the Air Service depends not alone on 
preventing the enemy from crossing the lines, but even 
more, on the obtaining of military information from 
him, and increasingly more, on the ability of the Air 
Service to co-operate effectively and efficiently with the 
Artillery. 
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Autres’ Peace TERMS TO DEFEATED GERMANY. 

The treaty framed by the Peace Conference which 
binds the twenty-seven allied and associated powers on 
the one hand and Germany on the other, was handed to 
the German plenipotentiaries at Paris on May 7, the 
fourth anniversary of the sinking of the British steam- 
ship Lusitania, with many American passengers, by a 
German submarine. The Covenant of the League of 
Nations forms Section I of the treaty. The termg are 
regarded as severe but just. The principal points in the 
treaty affecting the military and naval status of Ger- 
many are epitomized as follows: The German army 
must demobilize within two months after peace treaty is 





signed; all German forts for fifty kilometers east of the 
Rhine razed; the army to be reduced to 100,000 men, 
conscription within German territo- 


including officers ; 
ries abolished; all importation, exportation, and nearly 
all production of war materials stopped; allied occupa- 
tion of parts of Germany to continue until reparation is 
made; any German violation of conditions pertaining to 


the Rhine zone to constitute an act of war; German 
navy reduced to six battleships, six light cruisers and 
twelve torpedo boats, with no submarines; German navy 
personnel to consist of not over 15,000; all other war 
vessels must be surrendered or destroyed ; details of dis- 
position of German fleet and cables left to allied powers; 
Germany forbidden to build forts controlling the Baltie; 
all Heligoland fortifications must be demolished; Kiel 
Canal to be open to all nations; Germany must sur- 
render her fourteen submarine cables; Germany’s naval 
and military air forces abolished after Oct. 1; all Ger- 
man munitions establishments must be closed within 
three months after peace treaty is signed, except where 
otherwise specified by the Allies; no militaristic socie- 
ties shall be permitted in Germany; German warships 
may be replaced only at expiration of twenty years for 
battleships and fifteen for destroyers. Allies will retain 
German hostages until persons accused of war crimes 
are surrendered; reciprocal exchange of information re- 
garding dead prisoners and places of burial provided for. 
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RANK NAVAL VOLUNTEERS. 


If, as has been reported, the officers comprising the 
National Naval Volunteers are planning to memorial- 
ize Congress for legislation to allow them rank higher 
than lieutenant on transfer to the Regular establish- 
ment, the fact of such a movement has not yet made 
itself known at the Navy Department. The depart- 
ment, it may be stated, is disinclined to’ change the pol- 
icy adopted in July, 1918, relative to the Naval Volun- 
teers, for the reagon that it is considered unsafe to as- 
sign positions of higher command to men relatively in- 
experienced in the handling of ships of the Navy. To 
maintain all safeguards it is considered necessary to re- 
quire at least five years’ service before considering an 
officer qualified for higher promdtion. This is required 
in the Naval Reserve, to which the Volunteers were 
transferred on recommendation of representative officers 
of the N.N.V., with the approval of the Navy Depart- 
ment as being advantageous to the Navy. There is, 
however, every disposition to advance so far as possible — 
officers who by service and signal ability have shown 
qualifications for higher rank. With the high standards 
of the enrolled personnel it is pointed out at the Navy 
Department, it is possible to appoint officers by exami- 
nation and careful selection, and both appointments 
and promotions have been definitely systematized and 
standardized. 
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ENLISTMENT FOR SERVICE IN SIBERIA, 

Notification has been sent to all recruiting officers 
and commanding officers at camps, posts and stations at 
which recruiting is authorized that it is desired to enlist 
immediately about 8,000 men for service in Siberia. 
They are authorized to enlist for this service under the 
following conditions: White’ men only; enlistments or 

re-enlistments will be for a period of three years. En- 
listments will be “apportioned as follows: Infantry, 
7,000; Quartermaster, 100; Medical Department, 600; 
Ordnance, 70; Signal Corps, 70. Only men with pre- 
vious military service will be accepted in the US. Men 
eligible for diseharge or re-enlistment may be 
in Siberia for one or three years in -the Regular Army. 
No furlough to the Reserves will be granted under such: 
re-enlistment. Pay will be the as at present. Re- 
cruits enlisted will be sent to the Stberian replacement 
detachment, Presidio, San Francisco, Calif., and shipped 
to Viadivestok as rapidly as detachments of 500 become 
available. Enlistment is open to'-men in the Panama 
Canal Department and in Hawaii as well’ as in. the 
continental limits of the United States. Men in Hawaii 
may also enlist for service in Europe; the latter will. be 
sent to the Overseas Replacement Depot, Camp Meade, 
Md. Men will also be enlisted-for service in Alaska; 
three-year enlistments for 360 men in the Sreagee 4 are 
authorized. , :

The saying that “the Motor Transport Corps moves the 
Army” may almost be taken literally, for with the ex- 
ception of a few combat wagons of the 22d Infantry, 
which were drawn by mules, all the floats of the various 
branches of the Service, Artillery, Signal Corps, tanks, 
ete., on the day of the parade were moved by the corps. 
How successfully this was done was witnessed by the 
hundreds of thousands of deeply interested and impressed 





_spectators along the line of march, Cars, trucks, trail- 


ers, motorcycles and other apparatus were all moved 
through aid of the corps, which on this occasion was in 
‘command of Col. Brainard Taylor, U.S.A. In time of 
war it is the “flying” force that follows close on the 
heels of the advancing armies, and in fact often goes 
into the combat lines and extends first aid to balky 
trucks and cars’ that have been temporarily put out of 


action.

SECRETARY BAKER RETURNS. 
Secretary of War Baker returned to the United States 
on May 5 on board the troop transport George Washing- 
ton after an absence of four weeks, most of which time 
he spent with the Army of Occupation in Germany. On 
his arrival in New York Mr. Baker said: 


Rapid Return of Troops. 

“The millionth American soldier to leave France will 
arrive in the United States within a week. The main 
business of the Army at present is getting the men home. 
The Army of Occupation has been reduced in size, and 
the rest of the troops are being rushed as rapidly as 
possible to the seacoast to await transports to bring 
them to America. The figure for April, I have been 
told, was 250,000. This month it will reach 275,000, 
and in June it will be increased to 300,000. It will 
stay at that figure until all are back. The transports 
are being turned around in Brest, St. Nazaire, Bor- 
deaux and Havre with a rapidity never known before in 
the troop carrying business. They enter the harbor, take 
on enough coal, water and fresh supplies for the home- 
ward trip, load up their complement of troops, and are 
steaming out again within a few hours. 

“I spent the greater part of my time on land this trip 
with the 3d Army on the Rhine. The Army is in fine 
condition, and there has never been a better equipped 
or more efficient fighting force seen in HPurope or any 
other part of the world. The equipment of officers and 
mer is ideal. They have everything for an army that 
could be thought of and every suggestion that might bet- 
ter their condition has been considered. All the troops 
except the 3d Army will™be brought home as soon as 


“Brest now is ideal, As a camp it could not be im- 
proved upon. If you don’t believe that, ask any of the 
doughboys on this ship. The great establishment built 
in France is being broken up, and in a short while 
America will have withdrawn, leaving oy the memory 
of the industrial efficiency and the military strength 
which she took to the aid of the weary Allies, and with 
which the war was won. 

“Perhaps as much as any one I have been permitted 
to see all phases of this great achievement on both 
sides of the ocean. I bave been three times to France 
and have seen both Army and Navy at their jobs. I 
have seen the desperate peril of March, 1918, trans- 
formed into the smashing victories of October and finally 
into the assured peace of April. Out of it all I come 
with gratitude for the greatness of our country and our 
people and with new confidence in the future of Amer- 
ica. The resourcefulness and valor of the soldiers, the 

e and brave endurance of the men of the Navy, 
the determination and energy of the people at home— 
all have co-operated to bring victory, swift and clean. 
This co-operation bas made us invincible in war; its 
spirit will make us invincible in peace. 

“To the men of the Army and Navy, partners in the 
perils and sharers in the'glory of it all, the country looks 
with happy confidence that their efforts have shown both 
that America is too strong to fear any enemy, and strong 
enough to deal bravely and wisely with the problems of 
her own progress and growth.” 

Supplies Direct to Army of Occupation. 

Secretary Baker, after his arrival in Washington, in an 
interview on May 7 outlined a plan whereby the line 
of communication between the French ports and the 
Army of Occupation in Germany will be cut and a new 
one established to the ports of Antwerp and Rotterdam. 
This, he said, will make it possible for the Service of 
Supply units in France to be withdrawn at the same 
time as the combat troops ip that country, leaving only 
the Army of Occupation, numbering, as he indicated, 
about 300,000 men. He said: 

“The Army of Occupation will be supplied through 
the ports of Antwerp and Rotterdam, which ‘in. effect 
cuts it off from the Expeditionary Force in France, and 
makes unnecessary the maintenance of that long line of 
supplies from the ports through the intermediate sec- 
tion and advance zones in France which has hitherto 
had to be maintained. You will remember that Brest, 
St. Nazaire and Bordeaux were the three ports in what 
was called the port section, then came the intermediate 
section with Tours as headquarters of the Services of 
Supply, and the great storage places like Gievries, where 
they have immense storehouses, then they have the ad- 
vanced section. Now the plan is that the Army of Oc- 
cupation will have its own Services of Supply at Ant- 
werp and Rotterdam. Ships will go either from this 
country or Bordeaux to Antwerp and Rotterdam and 
supply the Army of Occupation.” 

Return of A.BF. by End of August. 

Secretary Baker expressed his belief that with the 
exception of the 3d Army the Expeditionary Forces 
would be practically all returned to this country by the 
end of August. The only modification of this will be 
that it may be necessary to keep small groups of military 
men and civilians to finish up certain matters, and some 
detachments of military guards to guard property not 
yet returned to the owner or turned over to its ultimate 
purchaser. By August certainly the major part of the 
Army will be returned. He also announced the assump- 
tion of command of the Army of Occupation by Lieut. 
Gen. Hunter Liggett and the assignment of Major 
Gen. Joseph T. Dickman to a board for carrying on mili- 
tary investigations at Chaumont. The Secretary told 
of the activities of the Liquidating Commission which 
has headquarters at Paris and is working in heartiest 
co-operation with the French authorities in an effort to 
reach an arrangement by which the permanent installa- 
tions of the Army, like docks, warehouses and additions 
to railroad facilities, will be taken over by the French 
Government. There is also a very large amount of 
movable property in France, he said, in excess of the 
amount which the Army will need which would be of 
very great value to the French people, such as machine 
tools, locomotives and cars. The idea is so far as pos- 
sible to sell in Europe to people who need them the 
things which the Army does not need for its maihte- 
nance, thus saving the transportation home. 

The cutting of the Service of Supply in France, Mr. 
Baker said, will enable General Pershing gradually to 
withdraw the entire Army out of France by retiring to- 
wards the ports. At the present time the Americans are 
surrendering all sorts of places to their owners, hospi- 
tals, Storage Warehouses, barracks buildings and school 
buildings. The French are reoccupying places used by 
a pe er rage as the Army is gradually retiring

NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION. 
An Outrageous Attack on the Army. 

Bennett Clark, ex-lieutenant colonel in the United 
States Army, son of Champ Clark of Missouri, ex- 
speaker of the House of Representatives, was elected 
president of the National Guard Association of the 
United States in convention at St. Louis, Mo., May 6. 
To signalize his elevation, he is quoted as bitterly at- 
tacking the Regular Army, saying: “It is the aim of all 
of us to build up the National Guard and smash the 
Regular Army. In my efforts in that direction I will 
need the advice and support of every one of you. We 
must work to smash the lar Army.” Colonel Clark 
stated further, according to press dispatches, that there 


was just ahout enough efficiency in the Regular Army 
to do garrison work and that he wanted efficiency kept 


ed out. 

on May 8 
the report said: “I think it is 
wholly impossible to any lack of co-operative 
feeling between the men the National Guard and the 
Regular Army. It is quite impossible that there should 
be any widespread feeling of antagonism one way or the 
other. The co-operation between the Regular Army and 
the National Guard has been splendid throughout the 
war, and any such expression as the one attributed to 
Colonel Clark must be personal.” Officers in the War 
Department whose attention was called to the Clark 
speech were at a loss to assign a motive for the utterance. 
Such an outburst cannot, of cou represent the sen- 
timent of the great body of well-balanced and efficient 
officers of the National Guard, but, if correctly quoted, 
it is most unfortunate for the Guard’s good reputation 
that the views attributed to ex-Lieutenant Colonel 
Clark should find expr-ssion, especially in his official ca- 
pacity as head of the National Guard Association, and 
at an official convention of the representatives of state 
forces. Its author is also one of the leaders in the or- 
ganization of the war veterans into an American legion. 
For apparent malice and complete disregard of 
patriotism and of the military interests of the country, 
it has seldom been exceeded in the many attacks on the 
Army inspired by self interest or a spirit of revenge for 
fancied slights. There is evidence to show that a cer- 
tain element of disgruntled officers exists in the Na- 
tional Guard who will attempt through Congress to 
make a bitter attack on the Army, to pull it down in 
order to advance their own interests. But there cannot 
be many ready to endorse the outspoken purpose at- 

tributed to Colonel Clark. 





Business of the Convention. 


Among business transacted at the convention of the 
National Guard Association, a resolution was offered 
calling for the establishment of a National Guard Bu- 
reau at the War Department, for the administration of 
matters pertaining to the National Guard. The resolu- 
tion advocated that the bureau should be administered 
by National Guard officers. A discussion arose over 
the method of appointment of the officers at the head 
of the bureau. The resolution stated thet they should 
be appointed by the President on the recommendation 
of the Secretary of War. Several speakers advocated 
that the appointment be made by state governors or 
through the National Guard organizations. 

Another resolution offered asked for adequate repre- 
sentation of the Guardsmen on the General Staff of the 
Army. During the discussion that followed some of t'e 
delegates voiced the opinion that the Guard should have 
representatives on the General Staff in proportion to 
their number. 

Lieut. Col. James A. Drain, brigadier general (re- 
tired) of the National Guerd of Washington, declared 
that comprehensive laws should be enacted by which 
the Guard and the Regular Army should be formed into 
a more unified force, and declared that distinctions 
should not be made between members of the two 
branches of the Service. He strongly advocated that 
officers of the National Guard and the Regular Army, 
and members of the military committees in Congress, 
meet together to formulate some plan for the creation of 
an adequate force in America which would be ready to 
take the field on short notice. 

The equipping of the National Guard with the mate- 
rial that the War ent now bas on hand was the 
substance of another resolution offered to the com- 
mittee. Such equipment shall not be charged against 
the appropriation made for the su} port of the National 
Guard, the resolution said.

AMERICAN LEGION MEETING IN ST. LOUIS. 


Following a meeting of the temporary executive com- 
mittee of the American Legion at St. Louis on May 6, 
Lieut. Col. Theodore Roosevelt being chairman and 
Lieut. Col. Bennett Clark, vice chairman, at which 
plans were discussed for the convention to be held May 
8, 9 and 10, it became evident that opposition would 
arise from men who had served in the ranks to former 
officers heading the organization or being in control. 
These men, who only spoke for themselves, however, 
favored the choice of a former enlisted man as head of 
the proposed legion, saying they feared it might other- 
wise become an “officers’ club.” Col. EB. Lester Jones, 
president of General Pershing Post No. 1, of Washing- 
ton, said he thought it might be best to maintain officers 
at the head until the organization is completely formed, 
but at the proposed pational convention at Chicago in 
November he thought a man who had served in the 
ranks should be chosen. Objection was also made to the 
name “Legion,” it being said by some of the delegates 
that it was not oT ge enough of the proposed organiza- 
tion, which should have a name embodying some refer- 
ence to the Great War. A difference of opinion has also 
arisen on the question of universal military training. 
Colonel Roosevelt and a number of others believe no 
stand should be taken on this point until it is consid- 
ered at the November convention, while Leslie A. Miller, 
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Corps, favors the present meeting placing itself on reeadl 
as advocating such training. Colonel Roosevelt has 4. 
clared that while the new organization will have polici, 
of its own it will not be political in character. 7

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MARKSMANSHIP CONTEST IN A.E.F, 


The rifle, pistol and musketry competitions of 
A.E.F., which opened on May 5 on the d’Auvoire rang 
near Lemans, France, in the presence of Gen. John 
Pershing and staff are the greatest shooting competi- 
tions in the history of any army in the world, and i: 
clude rifiemen from our allies. A cable received on 
May 5 from Paris says: 

“There are 4,000 contestants representing sixteen 
combat divisions, six corps headquarters, three army 
headquarters, various unattached organizations and 
units of the 8.0.8. here and in England, and officers 
who have been rated among the world’s best shots for 
twenty years, as well as new Army men who never had 
a service rifle in their hands until a year ago. All 
were selected on the same basis after elimination co: 
tests which were in progress more than two months, and 
in which approximately aggregated 5,000 troops, parti: 
pated. Brig. Gen. William E. Welsh is in charge and 
there are individual contests with rifle, pistol and aut 
matic rifle, in which there are about 2,500 entries. 

“The contests will run from May 5 to 17. .T! 
twenty-five marksmen standing the highest in the list 
will comprise the U.S. Army team, which will compet 
against experts of the British, French, Belgian a 
Italian armies in an inter-allied shoot which takes place 
in June. Col. A. J. Macnab, one of the Army's for 
most musketry training experts and marksmen, has 
charge of the individual competitions. A machine gu 
platoon musketry contest will be held May 13 and 14 
on the combat range.

NAVY PLANES BEGIN FLIGHT. 

After hope and effort, planning and preparation since 
the fall of 1917, when the first plans for the most effi- 
cient seaplane in the world were completed, and in keep- 
ing with its promise to the American people made in 
February, 1919, the Navy on May 8 started its flying 
machines on their way to Europe, three Navy seaplanes 
leaving the Naval Air Station at Rockaway Beach, 
Long Island, N.Y., for the trans-ocean flight by way of 
Halifax, Newfoundland and the Azores. 

At 10:02 a.m. the NC-3, with Comdr. John H. Towers 
as pilot, started. A minute later the NC-4, with Comdr. 
Albert C. Read as pilot, was off and two minutes Jater, 
the NC-1, with Comdr. Patrick N. L. Bellinger, as pilot, 
was off. Each destroyer along the first leg of the route 
was notified of the start, also the station ship at Hali- 
fax, the ships all along the route and other vessels 
equipped with radio. A radio dispatch had also been 
received by Admiral Knapp in London and Admiral 
Benson in Paris. The planes were in communication 
with the naval air station by radio, and in radio-tele- 
phone communication with each other and will be 
throughout the fight. 

The first “hop” is to Halifax, N.S.. a distance of 550 
miles, the next to Trepassey Bay, Newfoundland, 460 
miles, the next to the Azores, 1,350 miles, the fourth 
to Lisbon, Portugal, 1,250 miles, and the fifth to Ply- 
mouth, England, 775 miles. A wait of several weeks at 
Rockaway Beach was enforced until weather conditions 
were right. No efforts of the “jinx” which has been at 
work succeeded in stopping the flight, although fire dam- 
aged two of the seaplanes slightly on May 5 while on 
the same day Ensign Hugh J. Adams, U.S.N., and 
Chief Machinist’s Mate Harold Corey, U.S.N., who were 
to make the flight to Europe, were killed at Rockaway 
Seach when a machine they were flying went into a side 
slip and in falling struck a huge iron container. 

While it is intended to call Lisbon the end of the 
trans-oceanic flight, it is planned te go on to Ply- 
mouth. It was expected that the actual flying time be- 
tween the old and the new world would be 33% hours 
and the elapsed time 56% hours. The crews of NC-1 
are Lieut. Comdr. Patrick N. L. Bellinger, commander 
and navigator; Lieut. Comdrs. Mare A. Mitscher and 
Louis T. Barin, pilots; Lieut. Harry Sadenwater, radio 
operator; Chief Mach. Mate Clarence I. Kessler, engi- 
neer; Mach. Rasmus Christensen, reserye pilot engi- 
neer. Of NC-3 Comdr. John H. Towers, commander 
of NC Seaplane Division 1, and navigator; Comdr. 
Holden C. Richardson and Lieut. Dayid H. McCullock, 
pilots; Lieut. Comdr. Robert A. Lavender, radio opera- 
tor; Math. Lloyd R. Moore, engineer; Lieut. Braxton 
Moore, reserve pilot engineer. Of NC-4 Lieut. Comdr. 
Albert C. Read is commander and navigator; Lieuts. 
Elmer F. Stone and Walter Hinton, pilots; Ensign H. 
C. Rodd, radio operator; Chief Machinist's Mate Rhodes, 
engineer; Lieut. James L. Breese, jr., reserve pilot 
engineer. 

In addition to their instruments the navigating offi- 
cers of the airships will have other aids to guide them 
in their flight across the ocean. Destroyers and other 
craft, said to number about sixty-five, will be stationed 
at regular intervals across the sea with their search- 
lights pointing aloft at night, while each ship will have 
her number painted in large characters on her deck so 
that the fliers can distinguish them easily and thus de- 
termine, from the destroyer’s location, just what the 
position of the airships may be. The average height to 
be maintained by the machines during the flight is to 
be about 1,000 feet.

Mar- 
cel A. Gillis, U.S.A., whose home is at 735 Esplanade 
avenue, New Orleans. The nature of his injuries is 
not stated.

With several « «er 
American generals he is to cross the channel on a brit- 
ish destroyer and will be received at London by a guard 
of honor, while the streets to his hotel will be lined with 
troops. At a parade to be held at the Horse Guards 
General Pershing will present the Distinguished Service 
Medal to British officers who won the decoration while 
serving with the American Expeditionary Force. On 
May 24, the anniversary of the birth of Queen Victoria, 
an American regiment, which has not yet been selected, 
but which is doing duty in Germany, will march 
through the city, accompanied by British troops, and will 
proceed to Buckingham Palace, where King George will 
take the review. It is expected that General Pershing 
and other American generals will be received by King 
George at Buckingham Palace, while the Lord Mayor 
will give a banquet or reception in their honor. 

General Liggett Takes Over 3d Army. 

Lieut. Gen. Hunter Liggett, U.S.A., arrived at Cob- 
lenz, Germany, on May 2 from Treves by automobile 
and assumed command of the 3d Army in the occupied 
zone. General Liggett relieves Major Gen. Edward F.

Destroyer Swasey Launched. 

The destroyer Swasey was launched on May 7, 1919, 
at the plant of the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corporation 
at Squantum, Mass. The sponsor was Mary Levering 
Swasey, of Taunton, daughter of A. Loring Swasey, 
presidsnt of the Herreshoff Manufacturing Company. 
The destroyer was named for Lieut. Charles Swasey, 
U.S.N., who was killed while serving as executive officer 
of the Seotia in the West Gulf Blockade Squadron off 
the coast of Louisiana in the Civil War,

PurcHASE or Hogse py MountTep Orrices. 


Paragraph 1095, Army Regulations, relating to pur 
chase of a horse by a mounted officer, has been changed 
as follows: “1095. (Changed by C.A.R. No. 49.) Strike 
out the last two subparagraphs and substitute therefor 
the following: When a mounted officer purchases a 
horse under the provisions of this paragraph he shall not 
be permitted to sell him, prier to the expiration of one 
year from the date of purebase from the Government, 
excapt to another officer at a price to be agreed upon 
between seller and buyer or back to the Government at a 
price to be determined in the manner indicated above; 
provided, that where an officer has requested authority 
to sell a horse back to the Government under the pro- 
visions of this pazeqreps and the board convened to 
examine the horse finds he is more than ten years of age 
or that he is no longer fit for an officer’s mount nor for 
the military service by reason of unsoundness or de- 
fects, the officer shall then be free to dispose of the said 
horse as he may see fit, The limitation of this para- 
graph on the subsequent sale of a horse purchased from 
the Government shall apply, for the period of one year 
from the date of purchase from the Government, to any 
officer who may become the owner of such horse. (C.A. 
R., No. 87, April 3, 1919.)

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TALKING BY Rapio TELEPHONE.

On May 
5 from at sea, 200 miles from New York, he spoke with 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt a Wasb- 
ington by radio telephone. The conversation was carried 
on in the ordinary way, Secretary Roosevelt using the 
regular telephone in his office. Secretary Baker's yoice 
was clear and distinct, This remarkable feat was made 
possible by the use of apparatus perfected during the 
war under the cognizance of the Navy Department.

The Naval Academy won a double victory on the water over 
Syracuse on Saturday afternoon, overwhelmmg the ‘Varsity 
crew in a two-mile race and winning from the Freshmen 
through a great spurt at the end of a splendid struggle. With 
victories also over Pennsylvania, Harvard and Princeton, the 
midshipmen will go to the Henley at Philadelphia on May 31 
with the prestige of the leading rowing college of the season. 
The Navy first crew led the Syracuse ‘Varsity at the finish by 
about fourteen lengths. The time of the winning crew was 
12 minutes 44 seconds, and that of Syracuse 13 minutes 30 
seconds, . The Navy Plebes led the Syracuse Freshmen at the 
finish by three and a half lengths, all gained in the last quarter 
of a mile, and their time was 13 minutes 11 seconds, while the 
Syracuse Freshmen finished in 13 minutes 23 seconds. Both 
junior crews bettered the time of the Syracuse ’ Varsity. 

In the opening match of the local rifle season on Saturday 
the midshipmen won from the University of Pennsylvania by 
2,457 points to 2,103. It was the first time the Naval Acad 
emy riflemen had shot against a college team. The shooting 
was at 500 yards, slow and changing position, and 300 yards, 
slow and rapid, and at each distance and class of fire the 
midshipmen secured a good lead. Midshipman Conradt, with 
267 points, made the highest individual score in the match. 

The University of Pennsylvania field and track team had 
little difficulty in winning from the midshipmen on Saturday, 
the score being 79 to 43. The performances were universally 
good. The Quakers took first place in all the field events and 
all the track events but the mile and mile relay. Curtis, of 
the Naval Academy, did the mile in 4 minutes 28 4-5 seconds, 
which is three-fifths of a second better than the Academy 
record. The Pennsylvanians put in a lot of second stringers 
for the play and the midshipmen made a walk away of it. 

In the closing game of the local lacrosse season the mid- 
shipmen defeated Syracuse here ow Saturday by 13 to 0. The 
Navy team feels that it has won top honors in this sport this 
season, having defeated Johns Hopkins, Swarthmore, Lehigh, 
Penn State and Syracuse, all the games played. The visitors 
put up a good game in the first period, in which the midship- 
men were held to four points, but the greater speed and 
stamina of the Navy players, with a better brand of team work, 
enabled them to run up a score in the final period. 

The University of Pennsylvania defeated the Naval Academy 
at tennis on Saturday by taking both strings in doubles, after 
there had been an even break in the four strings of singles. 
Pfingst and Fisher played brilliantly for the visitors, and 
Graham did fine work for the Navy. 

Baker, a midshipman of the Fourth Class, left-handed and 
using a spit-ball, pitched a no-run, no-hit game against the 
Virginia Military Institute on Saturday afternoon, the score 
being 4 to 0. In the sixth inning Baker passed two opponents 
in succession, and this was the only time a Virginian got as 
far as. second.
